jects, and other outward bleflings, as with two fair Chil- 
dzen, a Son anda Daughter, that after his Death, ſhould

ſucced in his Empire: and by reaſon Age was nowſo much grown 
upon bim, he found himſelf wearied and unable to ererciſe the care 
that belonged to the Government of ſo mighty a-Nation ; alſo he 
beholding in his Son moze than oꝛdinary Ezavity, and lo foxwary: 
a mind: to Uertue, as that he might well commit a matter 
of ſuch weight to his care: he determined to give himſelf 
to reſt, (as well agred with his Age) and therekoze cauſed: 
all the Pers cf the Land to be aſſembled. This done, and

perfect knowledge of his Uertues, gave their whole conſents, and 


ſo Periicles was within few days Crowned King; Pius having 
effected this accoꝛding to his mind, yer could not be at quiet, till 
he had appointed a match fo2 his Daughrer, befitting her Eitate 2 
to further which good intent, it koztuned chat Oeloratus, Son 
and Heir to the Empe ro of Ver na, hearing of ierae Beauty, 
came into the Country of Ally ria and by long uit, at laſt obtained 
her god will, and her fathers ton ent, being allured to her in the 
Pꝛelence of molt, oz all his Peers © but becaule certain con. iti⸗ 
ons were to be ratified b} rhe King his Father the Solcmnities 
pf the Marriage was deferred until that was perkozmed; and 
from that time ſhould not be long pꝛotracteo: wich eloratus, 
with great carneſtneſgs, haſted. erſicle; with the conſent of his 
Father, accompanied his Siucr Piera into berſia attended by a 
number of Gallant Knights, as well to ſ& the conditions ratified, 
and the Marriage perkouned, as allo to da Veloratus Honour: Ak⸗ 
ter their departure, they within kero days arrived in the Kingdom 
of Perſia: where Pericles and Diet a were moſt honourably enter⸗ 
tained by the Old Emperoꝛ Torſillus, and the conditions ratified. 
The Solemntjzation of the Marriage was deferred koz certain 
dag, fo2 the Empero? of Perſia determined to have the lame per- 
ſumed with great Pomp, whither he invited many ot his Heigh⸗ 
bauring Kings, as of Arabia, Natolia, and Theſlalia; The 
perſian Knights made preparation to attend the Bride grom in 
great Royalty. Pericles being in the Court, and hearing what 
Sallanis were likely to be at the Cledbing, prepared molt Rich 
Oznaments egainf that bay, determining not to be the laſt in 
Tryal ofhis UNalour at the Tilt. The mefired Day being come, 
the Rings ol Arabia, Natolia, Theſlalia, and wan» Punces of 
great Eſtate arrtced with tiem, andthe City wa filled with tuch 
a number of Knights and Gallants, that there was icarce rom 
therein to rontain thein. To retite cvecy partictilar ors their cit? 
tertainments, greetings, riches, and what Gallant Ladies were 
with them, would be to tedious: hut in bziek, there was tuch 
Royal entertainment as befitted lauch PerconaJzes; and ſuch a mul⸗ 
titude of rare ſhows, and fine devices, as might every way pleaſe 
the cyc of a curious Beholder. | 

The 
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The Marriage being paſt, the Sumptuous Banquets ended, 
and the States ſet to behold the Tilt; The fir that entred the 
Lift was a Perſian Duke, named Oſimus, gallantly mounted, 
and a Man gadly pzopoztioned : Akter him followed the reſt of 
the Perſian Knights, who were all Challengers againſt all 
ſtrangers that came to make Tryal of their Ualour : Next came 
the adverſe party, the fozemoſt of which was Perſicles, who ap- 
p:ared in richneſs atccoꝛding to the Dignity ok his plate, being 
King of ſo mighty a Country as Aſſyria; whoſe fight led the be» 
holders to an admiration of his evident perfections : After him 
followed Nonlus, Pꝛinte of Natolia, and after him a number 
of moſt Gallant Knights ſo richly adozned, as would have per- 
ſwaded a cowardly Miſcreant to have become valiant : whoſe 
particular deſcriptions J omit.

The Emperour of Perſia and the reſt, being much a- 
fraid that he was Cain, came running from the Scaffold to take 
him up, carrying him fo2th of the Lifts to be unarmed : among 
the relk his Siſter Piera uſed her utmoſt endeavour to recover 
him; with whom likewiſe was a gallant company of Ladies to 
aſſiſt her, but chiefly the Empzels of Perſia, and her youngeſt 
Daughter Conſtantia, as mote regarding him by reaſon he was 
Byother to Piera, and moſt of all lamented his miſhap. 

Perſicles finding himſelf ſomewhat recovered, at the fir o⸗ 
pening of his eyes, firedthem on Conſtantia , which by reaſon 
he was not fully revived, ſtod ſtill fixed upon the firſt object, as 
t were with affectionate earneſfneſs, which cauſed an erceding 
bluſh to rile in her cheeks.

Perſicles was ercedingly vered, that he had received ſuch a 
dilg race, and in the preſence of ſuch an Honourable Aſlembly; 
moſt oł all, fo2 that he underſtod Oſimus's intent: andpreſently 
buckling on one of his Knights Armour, mounting himlelk, en⸗ 
tred the Lift again; by which time the Tilt was almolf ended, 
and the Perſian Knight bare away the prize: but Perſicles 
then unknown, ſod readyat the Races end fo2 thenert Encoun⸗ 
ter, againſt whom the Perſian Knight ran, but ſo lar to his dil⸗ 
Trace , that he tumbled with his hals upwards : with that e- 
very one began to wonder who it ſhould be, and the people gave 
an excxding ſhout ; then another Perſian met with him, whole 
Foztune was much like the fozmer : fo2 his Steed ſtumbling 
with the fozce of the Encounter, they both fell down. A Knight 
of Perſia, who that day had won great Honour by his valour, ſe- 
ing that, would needs be the nert to mect him, thinking to re- 
venge his Country-mens diſgrace ; but at the firft Kate, they- 
could not perto2m it, fo2 they paſſed by without any other ods, 
but bꝛeaking their Staves moſt Gallantly, and running again, 
the Perſians Foxtune was lo bad, that he was overthzown. Dy 
this time the day was ended, and the Judges ready to depart, 
ut Oſimus entrated that he might bꝛeak one Staff with the 
Stranger, which they granted. Perſicles well knew him, re⸗ 
lolutely determining to give o2 take the foyl : both ol them met 
with ſuch terrour, thar the carth ſemed to ſhake ; and Oſimus

Sir ereplied 
Conſtantia) it map be J am but an imperfect ſhadow of her you 
ſo perfectly remember, fo2 until this day, J never ſaw vou: 
which maketh me ſuppoſe you do but take occaſion of courſe to 
commend me, that deſerve no luch matter: neither ſhall it offend 
me, noꝛ I deny to ſhew my Birth, being Daughter to the Empe- 
192 of Perſia, but fo2-many years bzought up in Arabia. Pardon 
my boldneſs (quoth Perſicles) fo I wuuld not offend vou; net- 
ther do J think you a ſhadow, but a perlect ſubſtance, and not to 
reſemble any but your ſelf : fo2 there can be no beauty that ercels 
pours, which mine eyes bekoze this time have beheld : oz elle Na- 
ture it ſelf hath impꝛinted in my Heart, an eſſential inſtind of 
Devotion thereto, which perſwades me to this boldneſs ; there- 
foze Jhumbly deſire you nos to. miltonteive me, nozeſtem nie of 
fo rude a dilpaſition, as to ſpeak otherwiſe than my Heart thinks, 
and to account of me as one that earneſtly deſires to fe better ar⸗ 
quainted with you, and will endeavour to make amends fo2 my 
ollence given, offering. my ſelk, and all that is mine to be at 
your diſpoſition ; which aid, he left oll further loch, lor he fab 
others attend to pee what he aid. 
At night Conſtantia being in her pꝛivate Chamber, called to 
remembꝛance Pericles [pxches, marvelling why he ſhould ſay 
that he hay {een ber _ which ſhe knew could not be : but re- 
membzing va cayneltly he beheld her that day, when he was 
e. reteided krom his Trance, ſhe thought that might bꝛeed luch 
a perlwalion in him, which was lo indeed; withal, ſhe called to 
mind his Comelinecs, Ualour, Eſtate, and Courtclie, which the 
had bekoze oted : al which remembyances, made her lo muth

The like did Perſicles, fo 
ter beauty and other outward graces had ſo pierced his Heart, 
that he was enthzalled to her love, and ſo refolved to win it. 
Carly the next Mozning he got up, ſ&king all occaſions to 
ſpcak with her again, but was diſappointed all the Fo2enon, fo 
the by reaſon of her little reſt in the night, kept her Chamber, 
and after Dinner, accompanied the Queen her Mother, and o⸗ 
ther Ladies, whereby he was that day diſappointed : The next 
mozning likewiſe he arole, ſtudying how to come to her lpech ; 
fo: his affection was ſo great, as no thought contented him ſo well 
as her remembꝛante: but bekoze he could bzing to paſs what he 
molt delired, there arrived Mellengers from Aſly ria, certifying: 
him that his father was dead, and that their antient enemy the 
King of Armenia had entred the Land, and deffroyed many of 
his Subſects, deſiring him in all haſte to return, koz in his ab⸗ 
fence, the Aſſyrians ſeemed like mad men without courage. 
Perſicles hearing this unexpected news, was excædingly a⸗

me be ſo much bound to your vertues, as to conceive well of 
me: ſo ſhall my joys be lengthened, my unhappy life pre- 
ſerved, and my gocd. will and conſtant Loyalty highly. re-

fie, and alliſtance, J will unfold to you the ſecrets of my Heart, 
and that which none but your elf ſhall know.

Yow ſhall J avoid blame 
fo2 the one, and reap content by the other; How unkindly hath 
Pꝛinte Helion uſed me? to make this mention to my Father, 
whoſe diſpoſition muſt not be troſt without hazard of much dil⸗ 
quiet ? My kindneſs to whom hath cauſed this over-fond conceit 
of himſelf, and bꝛought me into much trouble: J could have lo⸗ 
ved him bekoze J came to the ſight of Perſicles, whole gifts are 
(6 far erceding his, that whereas my heart loved him, the thought 
of that love is now moſt grievous ; wherein J may do my ſelf 
great wong: fo? in hope of his affection, J refuſe Helion's love, 
whichmay depꝛive me of both, purchaſe my Father's heavy dil⸗ 
pleaſure, andmy own perpetual diſcontent. Revolving a Chaos 
bol theſe and ſuch like confuſed cogitations, which overcame her 
ſenſes with their ambiguity ; with a heavy and diſcontented vein 
ſhe went to her Chamber, thinking there to conſider of every par- 
ticular at full: where ſhe found Picra all alone ſtaying her co- 
ming in, who ſon eſpyed that Conſtantia had wept, whereupon 
the took occaſion-to lav as koſtoweth. My beloved Siſter, J am 
ſoʒry . to ſ@ vou in this heavy and fad vein, always finding you 
either ſad o2 weeping : which maketh me wonder, and dcſire to 
know the cauſe, as one willing in any ſozt to counſel vou, and 
comfort vou with my uttermolt aſliſkance : J have of purpoſe en- 
tred your Chamber to have ſome conference in pꝛivate with vou, 
being a Mellenger ſent to you by my Bꝛotner Perſicles, who J 
know lo veth you dearly: who, by me, humbly tonunendeth him⸗ 
ſelf unto you, being ſozry that his luddain departure was ſuch, 
rhat he could not befoze his going, do you that ſervice * 4 
erbe, 
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ſerve, withal deſired me to deliver vou this Letter. Conſtantia 
without making reply received the Letter, and red the ſame; 
which when the had done, ſhe ſaid, Dear Siffer, J, thank vou fo? 
taking this pains to come to me, and not rather ta have ſent {02 
me, that reſt at your command: And aiſo, J rhanb that wozthy 
ing Perſicles, that he will vouchlake me that undelerved fa: 
vaur, as to eſteæem well ol my unwozthynelg, to whom J am 
bound in all honoucable reſpects, but how unlit am Þ toentertain 


lo ve, your ſelf would judge, if you knew mine eſtate: which upon 
Aſſurance of your ſecreſie J will unfold. Pyince Helion vainly 
Preſuming he was aſſured ol my favour, hath asked my Father's 
conſent to a Marriage betwixt him and me, which he hath grant- 
ed unto: but the Heavens can teſfifie, it is dilagræing to my 


heart, and altogethcr without my conſent, which he ſhall never 
attain, what danger ſoever JJ incurr thereby , which ik Perſicles 


did underſtand, would ſon alter his mind: therekoze it is belt 


fo2 his quiet, not to place his affections on me lo unwoꝛthy, but 
let me alone to endure the affliction that is like to enſue,

IJ ſhould think mp ſelf bound to you fo ever, and to have done 
him a great pleaſure : fo2 nothing but the happy tybings of your 
favourcan comfozt him. The Empero! will not compell vou to 
marry Helion, when he underſtandeth that vou are otherwiſe 
bent, fo! that were cruelty ; and J think Helion himſelf beareth 
not ſo diſhonourable a mind, as to ſ&k your love by conſtraint, 
for that were inhumanity; But would von yfeld to like of my 
Byother's love, who is every way as god as the Pꝛinte of Ara- 
bia, the knowledge rhcreof would ſon make him return to ask 
pour Father's conſent, which may peradventureſtand as well af: 
feed to him, as to Pꝛinte Helion. Ah me ! (ſaid Conſtantia) 
Siſter, J need not doubt to reveal my ſecrets to vou, that J 
know, fo2 Perſicles ſake will conccal them. J-confeſs without 
circumiltances, that J love that noble King Perſicles, 
which is the cauſe of this diſquiet : noz did my fancy ever yicld the

there koꝛe now that vou are aſſured of that which you requeſt, J.

able; but rather comfozt my pw: diſquieted heart with Your coun⸗ 

ſel, bow to avoid theſe inconveniences: and ik that wozthy Knight 
be ſo affected towards me, as your {peches and this Letter af- 
frm, J would wiſh his return might be ſpeedy, orherwiſe my 
rows will be endleſs ; fo! J know my Father's nature to be 
(uch, that whatſoever be will have, mult be perkozmed, though 
equity would perlwade the contrary. Ezieve not ſo much (quoth 
Piera) with Memeditated conceit of fear, which peradventure will 
never come to paſs, J will pꝛelently ſend Letters to my Bꝛo⸗ 

ther, who ſhall carry ſuch news as will comfo2t his Heart, and 
cauſe his {pedy return: in the mean time J will make Delo- 
ratus acquainted with Helion's pꝛactice, not Perſicles'g lobe, who 
ſhall perlwade all that may be, not to conſent to marry vou a- 

gainſt pour wlll. Be then ol god comfozt, and in aſſurance of 
Perſicles's lopalty, let no fear dilquiet your lenſes, oꝛ impair your 
health, fo2 things now at the woult, may have a god end; Thele 
ſpæches ended, they departed. 

All this while Helion was meditating how to haſten the mar⸗ 
riage: but molt of all to find the cauſe ol Conſtantia's diſcontent, 
which he thought was aggravated againſt him, by ſome god con- 
ceſt which ſhe had lately entcrtained of ſome ather than himſelf, 
which made him pꝛolecute the lame with moze fervency, dealing 
ſo effect ually with the Ernpers?2, that he [woze Conſtantia ſhould

will not regard a diſobcatent Child: The manifold. reaſons-J 
_ alledge, that pervades me ta the tonütmation al this: Foo 
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trac, are of ſich weight, as J might ſem carcleſs of your wel⸗ 
fare, and your ſelf envious of your own gad, to deny them: 
thercfo:c let me know rour anſwer. 
Conſtantia well knew that if ſhe denyed, he World be offen⸗ 
| ded, and his froward nature was ſo much dilpoled to Wꝛath, that 
bekoze the could ſpeak the ſhok fo) fear : pet reſolving to hazard 
the worſt, humbling her ſelf upon her knees, ſhe made this an- 
wer. My reverend duty to you, moſt loving Father, perlwadeth 
m conſent to fulfill your command, though my love binds me to 
the contrary, that J ſtand perplexed between two extreams: the 
one fearing to offend vou, the other to pꝛocure my everlaſting 
diſcontent ; fo? in refuſing to do accoꝛding to your will, J ſhall 
incurr your indignation, and in perto2ming the lame, my ever⸗ 
laſting ſo2row, fo2 as pet, my heart could never yield to love that 
worthy Pzinte, who is far to wozthy to be matcht with me; 
molt humbly beleching you to conſider, that fozced love never 
beds content, but dilquiet, which, with Helion, will be my pox 
tion, therekoꝛe I beſ&ch you revoke your determination. 
Js it even ſo? (quoth he) ſhall my command be counter vailed by 
pour peviſhconceit ? Js this the regard you gave to my god 
will? Are vou wiſer than J? oz are you willing to dilpleaſe me? 
Shall my will ſtand at your direction ? Js this the duty you owe 
to Your Father? Oz fear you no more to offend me? Have J 
ſo carefully bought you up, and tenderly regarded you fo? this? 
Dencefozth never come in my ſight, fo2 J will not eſteem the as 
a Child, but as a Baſtard: and withal, Þ vow, that if thou doff 
not yield to marry him, uſe him kindly, and apply thy devotions 
to his liking, J will ule the in ſuch ſo2t, that all Perſia ſhall la⸗ 
ment thy caſe. Having given her this bitter repꝛok, he depart- 
ed, leaving her weeping the fountain of her eyes dzy, wzinging 
her hands, and like one in a dead Trance overcome with grief, 
caſt upon the Earth. The firſt that entred the rom was Helion, 
who ſ&ing her in that agony, tok her by the hand to have raited 
her from the ground: but ſhe refuſing his help, uttered theſe 
lpecheg. Until this time J always eſlgmcd honourably of pou: 
but now my gad opinion is altered, fo2 that you ſ&k only my

Picramade Conſtantia'g efate known to-Leloratus, wh, fg 
far as he durſt, perlwaded her Father not to conffrain Ler to 
marry the Pꝛince: but ſuch wilkulnelg pollelled him, that the 
moe they entreated him, the moe contrarious he was, and there⸗ 
foze appointed the day loz the Marriag: eto be within two months, 
and dcliring the King of Arabia's conſent, he lent Ambaſſadors 
to that effect. 

Piera hearing this, pꝛelently fent Mellengers into Aſſyria, 
to certifie Periicles of all that had haypened: and withal CAlzit a 
Letter which contained the whole lum of Conſtantia's conſent 
to his Love; who withal diligence haſtened until they arrived 
there, being pꝛelently conducted into his pꝛelente; After Le had 
moſt kindly enibzated then, he demanded how Piera did, and 
what Mellage they had bꝛought from her? Whereupon they deli⸗ 
vered the Letters they had bꝛought: which when he had read, he 
tommanded the Knights to give tye Mellengers honourable en⸗ 
tertainment, and departed to his Tent : one way lo much com- 
kozted, and another way ſo deply troubled, that he ſat down in a 
ſtudy, not knowing what to reſolve upon. 

When he had a long ſpace meditated, with what contraryeties 
his Foztunes were crolt, the danger his Country was fn, how - 
Hbely he was to loſe Conſtantia, and how difficult to attempt her 
paſſion, and many others , at laſt he thought his Life ſhould be 
nothing without her Love : and therekoze he fully reſolved to ha⸗ 
zard the ſame to attain it, but it ſeemed unpoſſible, which way 
do accompliſh the fame. £02 firfahe Armenians War hazarded. 
his Kingdom, whom he could not ſuddenly expel : Next, to at- 
tempt to win by fozce, that could not be, fo2 the Perſian was too 
mighty. Laſtly, delay might bꝛed a greater miſchief than all the 
reſt: then calling unts him two of his chiekelt Nobles, the one 
named Parenus, a wife Tounſelloz, the other Thrureus, a noble 
Uarrioz, he uttcredhis mind to them, ſaying : J have ſent foꝛ 
vou, as the men J molt refpect and truſt, 8 determined to 
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commit to your charge the Government ef my Kingdom, fo? 
that weighty buſineſs, and luch as concerns my everlaſting wel⸗ 
fare, mult £92 a lcalon withdzaw me; And koz that J am fully 
allured of your Loyalty, J will uſeno Erho2tation to periwade 
you thereto, but o2der the lame in this loꝛt: Thrureus re em- 
bling me much, both in pꝛopoꝛtion and countenance. ſhall in my ab⸗ 
ſcence take my rom ; whom the people will aLuredly take to be 
mp telf, and fo govern them with moze eaſe ; and vou Parcnus, 
by your wildom o2der all things accozding thereto. Thus you 
know mymind,whyich J doubt not but you will accomplith in eve: - 
ry reſpect accozding to my deſire. They firſt entreated him not to 
depart, but when they law nothing could pꝛevall, they [woze ther 
would faithfully exccute what he had given them incharge : and 


likewiſe told them, that he would depart within thꝛee days, which 


he deferred ſo long, by reaſon the ſecond day the Armenians and 
Aſlyrians ſhould. mgt ; having ended his conference with them, 
he returned to the Mellengers that came from Perſia, ſending 
Letters to Piera, which gave her knowledge that he would be 
thete ſuddenly, 
The p2efixed day koz the battel was now come, and both Ar⸗ 
mys met, betwixt whom there was a terrible fight, and many. 
thouſands on both lives lain : The Armenians greed? of their 
Enemies overthzow, kollowed them ſo eagerly, that they began 
to ſound a Retreat ; Perſicles (ing that, lcft the place of his 
Government, and with his Lance ready couched, met an Arme- 
nian Ditke lo full, that he pierced the ſame quite thꝛough his bo- 
dy then dꝛawing his Swo2d,with the ſame he flew the next: and 
after him. wounded others: that within a while he made ſuch . 
daughter amongſt them, that they avoided the place of his fight, 
and thought themlelves belt that were furtheſt off him. Thus 
valo2oufly did he pur.ue them, tilt he was unawares in the midt 
ok their Army, which advantage the King of Armenia eſpyed, 
and thinking his like within his power, ran at him witha Lance, 
pointed with ſtel, but it miſt him; and Perſicle fa ing him, met 
ſo full with the punmel od his Swo2d againſt his byeaſt, that had 
not his Swoꝛd yielded, he had bzoke his back: with that the Ar- 
menians aſſailed him round about with ſuch unequal odds, be- 
ing a multitude to one, that ſometimes they were thꝛuſt ſo near 
_ _tinant - 
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upon him in the thꝛong, that they (wayed him up and down, thoſe 
that came nert him dved by his [word, their dead bodies falling 
down betwen his Steeds legs, which made him lay about with 
Lich fury, that he fon made thein give way, Ji the mean time, 
whilſt the molt part of the battel were hent to deſtroy him, the 
Aſl;rians had made [itch a laughter a mongſt the out⸗wings of 
the Army, that molt of thein were lun, and he reſt fled, Thru- 
reus fcaring Perlicles's harm, fo! that hr willed him, with his 
followers, ſon found him out, and by tat means reſtued him 
from the multitude, who had imhozled him, being ronfrained to 
fight on fot, being ſcarce able to withold hin(cif from (tumbling | 
o 2e the dead Carcalleg of thoſe whom he had loin. Thrureus ſon 8 
got him remounted,and then both of thei purſued their enemies 
ſo fiercely, that they began to flye: and had not the day then end⸗ 
ed, they had all ben deſfroyed, which cauſed Perſicles to ſound a 
Retreat, and betake him to his Tent, having that day done ſuch 
deeds at arms, as made both his own Subjects, and the Arme- 
nians adnre him. 
Early the next mozning woꝛd was bꝛought him, that his ene- 
mies were all fled, and not any ol them to be found in the Camp, | 
having lekt all their riches behind them: which much rejoyced | 
Perſicles to hear, fo2that they ſhould be no hindꝛante to his jour⸗ 
ney, and commanded his Souldiers to take the ſpoil, and bury 
the Mead: and becaule he had received never a mo2tal wound, he 
determined the next day to depart, which he acquainted Pareneus 
and Thrureus withal, requeſting them not to diſcover his ablente 
till his return. : 
Having ozdered every thing accowding to his mind, the next 
mozning he departed, attiring himſelk like a Palmer, with a 
ſtaff in his hand, which diſgniſe ſhadowed him from knowledge, 
that he paſt his own Court-gares undeſterned, which allured him, 
that if his own Subjects and Servants knew him not much-leſs 
would ſtrangers, that he paſſed without fear of being diſcovered. 
In this lot did he travel, thinking it no pennante to take pains 
fo find out his Love, until he arrived in Perſia, yet not know- 
ing which way to accompliſh his intent, oz come to the ſpech either

. ſtantia's countenance. perceived the ame to be darin2ed, as if the 
had been fully poſſcſCed with diſcontent {who coming near him,(fo2 
he (fd ſo as they muſt paſs by him) talking her eyes upon him, be⸗ 
held him ſo earneſtly, that the almott koꝛgot her ſelf, feeling her 
kart to thꝛob with unwonted motion, that ſhe let fall her Rich 
Scarf, moſt curiouly Embzoydered: which occaſion Perſicles 
ſon eſpyed, as waiting fo2 ſuch an oppoztimity,tok up the Scark, 
and witha great reverence gave it her conveying the Letter cloſe- 
ly therein. that ſhe ion eſpyed the lame: wherewith her heart began 
to pant: and viewing the Superitription, found it directed to her, oꝛ 
Piera, that tloſclo ſhe put the ſame in her boſome, left Helion oz 
any elle ould elpy it, till ſhe could find oppoztunity ro read it.

le us. Yea, (quoth Conſtantia) how car we come to ſpeak with 
him? Oz how may we give him that welcome his wozthynels de- 
lerveth, that koꝛ my unworthy ſclf, hath undertaken to hazard his 
Koyal Perſon in Travel? Let me alone (quoth Piera) and the 
better ro avoid ſuſpicion, uſe Helion ſomewhat moze kindly than 
heretofoze you have done, that his mind may be void of jealouſie, 
koꝛ J perteibe when you come in any plate oꝛ company, he hath a 
vigilant eye over you.

W Ithin this place ſtayꝰd Perſic les, ſo long without means 
how to accompliſh his deſire, which was to convey a- 
way to Conſtantia, that the pzefired day fo the perkonnance of 
the Marripge appꝛoached near, which dzove them to their utnwſt 
ſhifts, that now oz never it was to be done. 


Conſtantia coming to Piera's Chamber, with an heavy heart, 
and watery eyes, demanded-whether they had yet determined how 
the ſhouldeſcape ? but hearing them mabe no anſwer, ſaid thus:

N Ov the day being far ſpent, the Shepherd's Wife returned 
with the pꝛovillon whit! ſhe had bought, dꝛeſſing the lame 
very cleanly, though after her Country faſhion ; whercon Perſicles 
and Conſtantia fed heart:ly, ſpending the reſt of the day in talk 
with the Old Woman, untilat night the Old Shepherd and his 
Son came home, who wondered to le ſuch Gueſt at his houſe, 
and duch chear at the fire: who was wont to ſup with a Crab put 
into ſowꝛe Uhig ; and calling aſide his Wife, befoze they would 


enter, demanded what they were? Husband, (quoth ſhe) they 


tame hither in the mozning, deſiring me to let them have but 
houſe-rom : koz loſing their way, they have wandered about all

I thank vou god friend (quoth Perſicles) but we ſhall be un⸗ 
mannerly to thꝛuſt vou fo2th of your own lodging, thercfoze we 
will rather Cit up, than deſturb you.

tontinued ſilent, as if ſhe had been overcome with a deep ſtudy.

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Peciicles ſmiling thereat, ſaid : My dear Love, J know with 
What motives your mind is now agitated: Ik you think it will 
impur pour honor to be my Bed kellow, J will rather loſe my 
lite chan perlt wade you thereto, bit it vou vouchlake to let me lie 
by You in moſt vertuous ſozt, J pꝛotelt it ſhall be no diſhonoꝛ to

My Lod, aid Conſtantia) do not think me ſo immodeſt as 
to diſtruſt vou, oꝛ lo curious to think it will impair my name to 
be your Bed fellow; only Þ wiſh that the Rites of Marriage 
were perkozmed, then J were at your diſpoſition. 

Lady, (ſaid he) what nedeth luch ſtrict perfo2mance of thoſe 
putward Ceremonies, which maketh not the Marriage? but

Mere it not £92 diſqun 5 
the Lady that is already diltempered with thy Detence, thou 
ſhould ſt find cold entertainment. | 

The Knight being much grieved to lee Conſtantia thus dil⸗ 
quieted, ſaid, J am lozry my pꝛelence hath troubled her, which 
was againſt my mind, fo? be it far from my thoughts to diſturb 
Her, The Emperoz of Perſia miſſing her, hath ſent out divers 
beades my leltk to lk her, with commandment to bying her back 
to the Court, and amongſt the reſt, vou ſee it is fallen to my lot 
to perkoꝛmit; yet, ſuch regard J do bear unto her, that J will 
not do any thing diſagreeing to her honourable mind: Conſtan- 
tia hearing his ſpeeches, laid, what is your name? My name 
({aid he) is Piſor. Art thou of Aſſy ria (quoth Perſicles) and one 
of the Knights belonging to Picra ? Þ am, ſaid he, Then J 
fcar not ſaid Perſicles, bur thou bearelt a Knightly mind, and 
wilt rather conceal this Ladys being here, their betray her, by 
carrying her back: ik not fo2 hers, vet ko PerliclesPs thy King, 
whom ſhe loves, and thou ſhouldelt obey. 

JE it were (quoth he) to venture my life ko: my Pzince, A 
would mot willingly do it; and ik the Lady loveth him, and fo?

The 
Old Shepherd and his Wife were half amazed, until a

thy Fidelity, oꝛ doubt that thou wilt undertake any thing to plea⸗ 
lure me: therckozꝛe J would have the with all ſped to poſt into 
Aſſyria, to Parenus and Fhrureus, whom J lekt my Subſti- 
tutes, and to them make my eltate known, telling them my de⸗ 
fire is, that they tome to me in this place with a lullicient num⸗ 
ber of Hozle⸗men to guard me and the P2inceſs home; but let 
none know their intent: (wich J took to be the beſt courſe fop 
our ſateto) fo2 it we ſhould lk other means by travel, Conſtan- 
tia is not able to endure it, which allo might be a means to dil⸗ 
tober us, fo many being abꝛoad in her learch. Piſor pꝛe ently o⸗ 
beyed him, and taking his leave, departed on his journey, leaving 
them in the Shepherd's Cottage.

CHAP. VE 


How Helion was in love with Sela, and hearing of his Fa- 
thers ſickneſs, obtained leave to depart: And of the Deſo- 
lation that was in Aſſyria, by the Treaſon of Duke Oretus. 


Elion remembzing the pleaſure he had with his Country 


Lover, deſired much to ſe her again; with whom he was 
mo2edeply in love than ever he was with Conſtantia, fo2 the 
love he bare to her, was turned to hatred 3. and the caule of his 
oppoꝛtunity to the Emperoꝛ to have her found, was th a mali⸗ 
ciouz di poſition of revenge, not of any honorable inclination, be⸗ 
ing of ſuch a variable and unconſtant nature, that the leaſt occaſi- 
on altered his wavering mind, either to love, oz hatred, which 
was unfit fo2 ſo great a man as he derived himlelk from. 


Now having paſſed many days, colouring his pꝛetente under 
there⸗ 


the ſhadow of keigned ſozrow, he longed to viſit his Lover Selia, 
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therekoze linding a fit time fo? his intent, he with his man Al- 
dr us rode 1 thither, and ound her cloathed again in her Country 
cds, who elpying him, with amodelt bluſh came to met him, 
whom he imbzaced in his arms, asking her how ſhe tared > My 
Loꝛd (laid he) your hand-matd rejoyteth ro lee your worrhy per⸗ 
ſon in this homely Tottagc, whole heart can attain no quiet, but 
in your remembzance. By this time her Parents was come in, 
who leeing the Prince, did him hiunble reverence, he alſo ſaluting 
them with great courteſie, and when he had ſtayed there moſt 
part of the day in pꝛivate conference with his Love, he departed, 
the next day repairing thither again, which he did likewiſe fo? 
many days after, 

Jn the end he grew to ſuch extremity of paſſion, that he told 
Selia he would marry her, and withal, made her Parents ac- 
quainted therewith, who willingly gave their conſents thereto : 
and by this means he injoxed her company at all times, acco2d- 
ing to his deſire. 

In this ſoꝛt did he viſit her many days, doting exceedingly on 
his Country Selia, thinking no Lady in the Court comparable 
unto her, and alſo dilembling erceding grief fo2 Conſtantia, 
that the Empcro2 highly commended his conſtancy eſteming 
him the mote, fo not altering his mind. Within few days 
news was bzought to the Periian Court, that the King of Ara- 
bia was very lick, which cauſed Helton to deſire the Emperoꝛ of 
Perſia'g conſent to his departure, which he granted, Laving firſt 
received his kaithkul Oath to marry Conſtantia; which he [wo2c 
to perkoꝛm at his return. 

Molt of the Knights that went in the ſearch of Conſtantia, 
are returned, not one of them bzinging news of her, which put 
the Emperoz into ſuch a rage, that he leemed quite bereft of ſenſe, 
cauſing rhem to make moꝛe open enquiry, and to pꝛomiſe great 

rewards to thoſe that could tell ony tydings of her. 

By this time Piſor had been in Aſſyria, and again returned 
to the Shepherd's houſe, whom Perſicles welcomed, andglad that

At my coming into Aſſyria, J paſt many miles befoze J found 
an Ally r1an ta converſe withal: Foz the Towns and Uillages, 
which befo92e wer? compleat with ſtoze of inhabitants, were now 
eanſumed with ſire, and not a houſe ſanding alone, but was 
poiled, and the people krom their dwellings fled away, which 
catiſed me to make the moze halte, hoping that all was not de⸗ 
kroyed: and coining moze near the Court, in my way, J kound 
the bodys ol the Aſlyrians lying dead, and ſtrewed upon the earth, 
a5 if {ome battel had been lately fought in that place, thoſe which 
{ay dead ſ&ming to have fled to [ave their lives. 

And the farther J paſt, the moꝛe the number encreaſed, which 
J followed lo long, that J was pertwabed thoſe that deſtroyed 
them, were not far off ; but vet went fo far befoze me, that J 
tould not overtake them, koz the bodys of ſome were not yet cold, 
and others layſtrugling to overmaſter death; wherewith J was 
ſo amazed, that J ſet ſpurs to my Hozſes ſide, and rode with all 

he Haſte Þ could, until at laſt J eſpyeda mighty army of Soul⸗ 
dlers right befo2e me upon the Mount of Silo , whole multitude 
ſeemed to be innumerable : near unto which was no ſoner 
tome, but J eſpy:3 an Aſlyrian grievoully wounded, to whom 
dꝛew nigh, and ſon knew him to be Parenus, and diſcovering 
my {ſelf to him, deſired him to tell me what realon had bꝛought 
him ro that dangerous effate* with that he knowing me, ſaid , 
Piſor, luch miſery is bekallen to us Aſſyrians, that we ſhall be 
a repꝛoach and 3 a to all the Wold, which J would repeat, 
but bekoze J can make an end, death will ſtop my (perch ; there- 
koze tell me how 3 Lady Picra fareth. : 

Noble Duke, (ſaid J) the is in god health, and in great pꝛo⸗ 
ſperity: J rejoyce thereat (quoth he) though J have otherwile 
everlating catiie to fozrow : Fo) our Sovereign Lozd the King, 
after he had put the Armenians to flight, was very deſirous upon 
ſome occalion (as yet unknown) to leave the Court, in his ab- 
fence committing the Government thereof to my unhappy ſelf, 
and the Noble Knight Thrureus, which we perkozmed with 
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great quict, until Duke Oretus, one that was never true unts 
the State, hearing ol the King's departure, which we could by 
no means conceol, raiſed a kalſe repoꝛt, that we had murthered 
the King; which rumour moved the common people to ſuch dil⸗ 
guet, that they began to rebcll ; which he perceiving, aiming 
thereby to win the Crown, gathered a great company of them to- 
gether, with pretence of revenge againſt us: which when we 
heard ok, with all ſped we could poſſible, we muſtered up men 
kor our defence; but lo eager were the multitudes to our deſtru⸗ 
tion, together with Oretus's pertwaſions, that bekoze we were 
any way able to reſiſt them, they let upon us, and ſhed a great 
deul of their own Country⸗mens blod that ſtod in our defence, 
and conſtrained us to dzaw back our foxes within the City. 
The King of Armenia hearing of this Rebellion, with great 
ſped, b2ought a mighty Army into this Land, deſtroying all that 
came in his way, burning both Towns and Cities, and deſtroy: 
ing the common people with an exceding great flaughter.. O- 
retus hearing this, was (truck with ſuch a terroz, that he fled,. 
leaving his conkederate Rebells to be deſtroyed by the Enemy, 
which cauſed us by a Yerald to demand, whether they would 
ſubniit-theniſeives to us o2 not ? o/ by their treaſon to ſ& their 
Countries run? With that they yielded, and we gathered all 
our forces together, to reſiſt the Enemy, with whom we fought 
thꝛee great battels, and in the ſame, lolf above thirty thouſand 
Aſſyrians, being duven to flight. This day again, gathering, 
a head to reſiſt them, and being too few in number, in reſpect of 
chelr ſtrength and multitude, you ber how our bodies lye mang⸗ 
led upon the Earth, n12 ſelf. (J think) the laſt that liveth to tell 
this. news; fo the noble Thrureus is already lain, whoſe deeds 
of Ualour would contain a great volume: which news, when 
dur King hears, it will, no doubt, cut off his vertuous like with 
larow, my greatelt grief being, that J cannot hear of his ſafc- 
ty bekoze my death. 3 
My Lodd, (ſaid Þ cur Gzatious King is living, and in god 
health in Perſia, who lent me unto your Honour, and Thrureus 
with a Meſſage, which J ned not now unkold. Pes, good Piſor, 
(dad he) let me hear my Loꝛd 8 Mellage, that J may thereby 
know; whether J was till in his favour oz no: with that J told 


him 
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him the cauſe of iny coming, which when he had heard, lich a 


paſſion of diſcontent overcame his vital Spirits, that with many 


bitter groans, he gave up the Ghoſt. When J law there was no 


way fo? his recovery, departed, to enquire what flaughter the 


Enemp made: who by that time the day was ended, had 
vanquiſhed the Aſſyrian fozces, andtook the City, and moſt of 
the Nobility Pziſoners : J ſtayed four days, hiding me lecretly, 
to bꝛing you certain news, which is this. The King of Arme- 
nia compelled the Noblemen to ſwear Allegiance to Palian hig 
Eldeſt Son, whom he hath Crowned King of Allyria, and left 
a mighty Army fot his defence : When J underſtood this, J re- 
turned to certifie your Majzlty thereof.

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How Perſicles hearing the news by P:ſor, departed into a 
Solitary place, which cauſed the unfortunate ſeperation 
betwixt him and Conſtantia; who in great ſorrow wan- 
dring to ſeek him, was found by Helion, and carried into 
Arabia. Of the ſorrows Perſicles endured for her abſence: 
How Pi ſor became Frantick. 


Pericles heart was overcome with luch ſozrow, to hear 
Piſor'g heavy news, that he had much ado to contain him: 

{ſelf from extream madneſs , that he minded a while to 
withdzaw himſelf to utter his complaints in thoſe Solitary 
walks: but ſ&ing Piſor follow him, deſired him to return to the 
Shephead's houſe, and in no caſe to acquaint Conſtantia with the 
nus-fo2tunes;but if the asked fo2 him, he ſhonld tell her he would 
come pꝛelently. Piſor being departed, he ſought fo2 the moſt unkre⸗ 
quented place in the Wood, wandzedlpng in that diſcontent, but 
could find none agreableto his mind : not knowing where he 
went, oz what he intended, his ſenſes being dulled with that pal⸗ 
ſionate veration; continuing fo long therein, that he ſpent 
longer time in ſ&king out a place of reſt, than he was aware of, 
which turned to his greateſt unreſt, as afterwards it kell out: fo: 
Conſtantia marvelling that he Cayed ſolong, and noting Piſor's 
F 2 darkned 
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darkened countenance, luppoſed fome ill news to be the cauſe, and 
finding occaſion fir, thought to find her Love in the midſt of his 
dumps, and with her anitable pꝛelence to comto2t him; fo ſtealing 
£90412 the Cottage inro che Mod, where biſor told her that he had 
{£6 hint, the wandzed up and down a great White, not finding 
him, which made her wonder: lometimes calling him, but nor 
by his own name, le any ſhould hear her: And finding that 
means to pꝛevail nothing, the began ro enter into many doubt- 
ful thoughts, lometimes calling his Loyalty in queſtion, then a⸗ 
gain repꝛoving her kancy koꝛ entring into lulpicton of him; then 
thinbing ſome ill neos was happened in Aſlyria, which might 
duve him into a careleſs deſperation, fearing that ſome of the 
Perſian Knights had met him, and finding lome likelyvhod of 
ſulpicion in him, hath carryed him to the King her Father. 
Thele meditations polleſt her mind lo long, and wzought ſuch 
terro2 in her fancies, that the kared like one that had been poſſeſf 
with the truth that it was lo. 

Thus did they both continue the moſt part of the day, ſhe loek⸗ 
ing him, and he oppꝛeſt with care, not remembzing that it was 
time to return home: yet, both ok them directing their Steps a 
contrary way, that they met not, bit wandzed one from the o⸗ 
ther: at laſt he remembꝛed where he was, how long he had been 
abſent, and what care the would take f92 his abſence, which cau⸗ 
fed him with as much ſped to haſte back, as with earneſtneſs he 
had wandzed up and down; which betoze he could attain, it grew 
towards night. . 

Piſor likewiſe mar velling at his long ſtay, and her ſuddain de⸗ 
parture, tearing ſome ill might betide him, and lome extraozdi⸗ 
nary care oppꝛels her, left the Cottage to find him; and it he 
could meet her, to direct her to the place where he lekt him. 

When Perſicles found them both abſent, he marvelled thereat, 
enquiring of the old woman when they departed, who told him 
that Conſtantia went out firſt.and he after her : which made him 
think that ſhe miſſing him lo long, might go leek him, and Piſor 
followed her, thinking to direct her, lelt the ſhould wonder altray 
(as the might well do) in thoſe unfrequented places. But when 
he had a long time continued in thoſe dumps, and law neither of 
them returned, he began to enter into many mil⸗doubts, luch 


as 
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being fearful to depart from thenge again, lelt he might lo mils 
them. 

Piſor being entred the Mcd, came to the place where he had 
lebt Per ſicles, but could neither find him there, noꝛ C *onitancia, 
which made him wander up and down io long, that he was wen: 
rv. At laſt he came to a ſhady plate, andloying i1mc!t down to 
relt, he cat up his evcs, and exp2ed mot beatrtitecl ti t upon a 
tree hanging right over his head; the light thereok plealed hum lo 
well, that plucking ſome ot the fame, he ound the tate plealant, 
which cauled him to eat many ol them ; which made him pcient- 
ly fall into a deadly ſleep. The name of the kruit is called P- 
loſs, the nature whereof is, to pꝛocure thole that take it, firſt to 
lleep fo! the {pace of four and twenty hours, and alter tv become 
Frantick for the ſpace of thice months, which hindꝛed Piſor front 
returning. 

When Perſicles had ſtayed fo long, expecting their coming, 
until it began to be dark: He again went our, telling the Shep- 
herd that he was going to ſeek them, cruel foxtune directing his 
ſteps unto the place where Piſor lay fleeping ; whom when he be- 
held, but, neither by calling noꝛ any other means, could awaken 
him ; a deadly fear poſſeſſed his kancy, that ſome kurious beaſt had 
flain him, and either devoured Conſtantia, oz purſued her, flying | 
from him; which cauſed him like a mad man to dꝛaw fo2th Pi- 
ſor'g Swo2d, running up and down to leek that which was not 
there to be found. 

Conſtantia by this time was wandzed ſo far in ſearch fo2 
Perlicles, that the could by no means tell which way to go back 
again, but was conſtrained all that night to wander up and down 
with hope to have returned: but contrary to her thoughts went 
another way, her fear and care cauſing her to make the mo2e 
(peed, that being weary with travel, coming to the out-lide of 
the Nod, the lat down upon a bank, and after ſhe had bewailed 
her miſerable eltate, and wearied her ſenſes with lozrow, as the 
had her body with travel, fell aſleep. 

Now it fell out that Helion the day beloꝛe, had taken his leave 
ok the Emperoꝛ of Perſia, to travel into Arabia, and that night 
lay at Selia 5 Fathers, cauſing her to be attyꝛed in Rich Ozma⸗

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ments, that mozning carried her into Arabia, intending there 
to maße her his Bride, and by miskoztune paſſed by the place 
where Conſtantia lay raft aſlep; Some of his followers ſan 
elpyed her, and ſhewed her ts clio: Selia likewiſe ſœing her, 
p:eſently told Helton, that her 209270! mas either the fame which 
Conitantia's Gent lewa na wi cron her in the Perſiai: Court, 
oꝛ fo libe it, ſhe could not tell one from the other. Helton rode to 
ber, and awaked ber: hy her former diſpsCiion and her counte: 
nance, which was fill in his remembtance, he perteckly knew her, 
and the, at the ir? ſight, knew {1m ; which amazed her ſenſes 
with deadly fear. To whom he laid, My dear Conſtantia, what 
hath cauſed you thus diifourteotwiy to reject my love, and leave 
the Perſian Court to endure this hard koꝛtime, ſo much diſagree: 
ing to your Eſtate? yet, at length J bel@ch roy to accept of my 
love, and go with me into Arabia. 

Leave off your dillembling ſpeches (quoth Conſtantia) and 
{ct me alone, fo2 J had rather all my life lie on this cold earth, 
than live at cale with you. ith that ſhe would have lekt him, 
but he commanded his Servants by kozce to take her into the 
Coach, and to go along with him into Arabia, not-letting any 
know what ſhe was, but Selia. 

When Conſtantia ſaw that of force ſhe mult needs go, ſhe ut- 
tered fuch complaints, and made ſuch lazrowkul exclamations, 
that thoſe that guarded her, thought ſhe would have fallen mad; 
though they neither knew her no! her cauſe of ſozrow : pet, in 
and their hearts they pittyed her. 

Whom we will leave fully poſſe with the uttermoſt extremi⸗ 
ty of anguiſh, onwards towards Arabia, the place ſhe molt of all 
hated, to ſpeak of Perſicles: who, in a mad fury, having ran up 
and dow! a long time in the Wiod, returned again to the Shep⸗ 
herd's houſe, to ſee if Conſtantia were not yet come : but there 
he fotnd only the Shepherd and his Wike in great care, waiting 
his return; who eſpying the Swoꝛd in his hand, and his kate and 
hands in many places bloody, which was with the ſcratches he 
had received in the dark UWod, were ready to fly from him fo2 
fear; but he mildly demanded if Conſtantia were come back? 
who told him they law her not. Alas! (quoth he) po2 Lady, 
J fear ſhe is devoured by ſome mercileſs Beall, loꝛ J found _ 

Or 
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ar lying dead in the Utod, which atfrighted me with fuch fear 
of her miſhap, rhat J know not what to da, no2 which way to go 
in her learch. 

My Lo:d (laid the Shepherd) J can allure vou, there dorch no 
TUild beaſt bount this dd, Lo; then could not my flocks keed 
in quiet, of which J have not loſt one Lamb by any caltalty; 
but rather Þ think my Lady miſüng you all the day, is gone lo 
far into the wood, that ſhe cannot return, noz you ſind her, 
whom J do not doubt hut to find in the mozning; neither is he 
dead, but J believe hath taſted fome of our unlucky Fruit, called 
Pylols, that hath caſt him into a dead lleep : ; and after that, he 
will be Frantickt91 a ſpace. 

Perſicles was much comkozted with the Shepherd's cpeeches, ; 
yet, notwithſtanding lefr him, and all that night wandered up 
and down the CUod to find her, but he ſpent his labour in vain, 
neither that night, noꝛ the next day finding her; which dꝛabe hiin 
ſo far beyond the compaſs of Natural continency; that if he had 
remained long in that perplerity, it would have cut off his life. 
When he law himtelf void of all hopes, without means how-to 
find her, and aſſurance that ſhe was not within the TUod, be fat 
himſelf down upon the earth, uttering theſe laments. Pow fo): 
timate had J been, bad J never let kot on perſian foil ? Then

Shall Þ ſuffer 
my telt to be thus uſed, and live to endiire perpetual diſcontent ? 
rhe Peers of. this Land ſhall underſtand the w2ong J ſuſtain, 
and none elſe; my own hands ſhall wozk revenge: C onſtantia 
4 then laid, Selia, take up the Inkant, and cheriſh it, koz it is thy 
1 own: my Child by this time, is conveyed far enough from thv 
power by Palia : - who pittying my diffreſs, and ſcozning to ke 
| - fubject to thy baſe Pde, hath changed one fo2 the other, leaving 
yours with me, carrying mine unto the King of Aſſyria, who 
is the Father thereof :. who J doubt not, will ſon revenge the 
wꝛong that is done to me: neither do thou jealaully lulpect me 
koꝛz that deßenerate King, thy Husband ; koz, ſhe that is Daugh- 
ter to the Emperoꝛ of Perſia, ſcozneth to be tl Cozrival: if J 
had dealt unkalthrully with him, then he might' wozthyly habe 
inflicted this puniſhment upon me: but, his own Conſcience 
knows, J always refuſed to love him, my lobe being bekoze 
vowed to the King ol Aſſyria. 
oy of them were 7 150 at her ſpethes, the Queen in all 
5 taking up her Son that lay ſpꝛawling at her fer, almoſt 
halt, and. Hellon after a long ſtudy, ſaid, Con antia, J per⸗ 
- [eive "ht knowelt not, 355 unable the King of 7 77 ia i8 to 
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How Helion built an Enchanted Tower, to put Conſtantia 
therein, and how he was impriſoned therein himfelf in 
great miſery, by the Enchantreſs Ila. 


1 N few days after, Helion purpoſing to effect that which he 
vow'd (being reſolved ro wozk the moſt cruelleſt revenge that 
might be on the Lady Conſtantia) called all the cunningeſt 
wozkmen of his Land befoze him, asking their advice about 
building of a Caſtle of invincible ſtrength, which they pꝛomiſed 
to perkoun: and thus they began to woꝛk. Firlt, ſtituating the 
ſame upon a Rocky Hill of great largnels, that was encompar- 
ſed with a deep, Lake , and encompaſſing the Circuſt of the 
ground, with a wall framed of the hardeſt Marke, of ſuch 
ſmothnels without, and height, that it was nor to be aſcended: 
over the Lake, was framed a biidge of extæding beauty, placing 
at the enterance,two Fortifications,betwen them, ſetting a gate 
of Baſs, curiouſly wzought with carv'd Images of Lyons, be- 
ing the Arms of Arabia; Dn the midlt, they placey a Daw: 
bꝛidge, dzawn upon ſuch deviſes, that one man wag able to dzav 
up the ſame with ſpeed: At the farther end of the bjibge, was 
builded a molt curious wꝛought Gare, garniſhed with fiones of 
ſtrange and cundzy colours ; the enteranre therets, was a 
Gate of Byals, far etceving the firtt : in the md above the top 
rhereof, was placed the fozin of fix Golden Lyons of great big - 
neſs ; within this Poꝛch, was a large Court, et wound 
with Turrets, Walls, and Foztilltatlong, within the eompats 
whereof, an Army of Souldiers might lye Encamped. 


The nert enterance, was tigte Gates of Bꝛuls, tarded lite the 
other two, over which, they diffit a Tower of great beauty, ant 
wozkmanthip, framed ul Adamunt, cut out, and carbed fta the 


foums of feveral Bealts, Tres urn 
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Herbs, and Fowls, the 
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had been framed of beaten Gold: within the Tower was a 

Court, encompaſſed round about with molt rich and ſtately build- 

ings, having ſeveral dos into every building, of invincible 
ſtrength, framed all of one pꝛopoztion, guildcd oder with Gold; 
rhe Mind ows of an creeding largnots and beauty, ſuppoꝛted by 

two Lyons of carved Alablaſter, guilded over with Gold: on the 

top next to the Eves, two Therubs ſtanding in koꝛm of Angels, 
ol carved Gold. ſupporting the Picture of a beautyful Lady; the 
Windows diſcovering the richnels of the Chambers within: 
In the mid{{ ofthis Court, was framed a clear Fountain, with 
divers ſtreums of water ſpꝛinging from the ſame, curiouſly car- 
ved and guildedover with Gold; the byightneſs glittering with 
fuch reflection of the Sun beams round about, that at the firſt 
entrance it would have dazled the beholders eycg. At the fur: 
ther end of this Court, was a Hall of erceding largeneſs, ſup- 
pozted within with Pillars of Jeat, beſzt with Cones of ſundzy 
colours: the Skzeen being framed of the moſt curious wozk of 
carved Wod, the Roof of ſtone, whereon were coloured out the 
colours of all kind of Fruits: the walls hung with rich hang- 
ing of Ayres, containing the Hiſtoꝛy ok the Wars of Troy; 
In the midſt of this Hall, was kaſtned two Pillars, whereunto 
were chained two Lyons of huge bigneſs, and great ſtrength, 
denying all further-entrance ; the further end ol the Hall was 
without any Wall at all, ſuppozted by Pillars of the ſame Jeat, 
lying open in a Garden of great largneſs, which at the firſt cn- 
trance into the Hall was gloziouſly diſcerned, in which were 
made (Walls, Azboꝛs, Bo2ders of Flowers, and the kom of all 
things cutout in Herbs, Flowers ro delight the eye, pleaſe the 
Imell, of ſeveral fozms, and all things ſo curiouſly wꝛought, as 
was ſtrange to behold, In the midſt of this Garden,ſtod a Ban⸗ 
quetting houſe of. round pwpoztion, the foundation ſuppozted by 
four Lyons of carved blew (tone, called Ayres; the (Windows 
round about encompaſſed: the ſame, though which the Light 
paſſed clearly wthout impediment : the Pillars, Caſements; 
and other pꝛopoztions of ſuch excellent wozkmanthip, that it 
lemed to be altogether kramed ol Chailtial. On the top ol this 
Houſe, ſtod the kom ot an Angel, kramed ok beaten Gold, point⸗ 


ing with his Finger, towards the other Lodgings, of very rich 
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building ; at the farther end of the Garden, the decſription there- 
of is hereafter let down. 

Helton having finiſhed this wozk, called unto him, one Pen- 
thraſus, an antient Pzofello2 of Megromancy, and with him a- 
lone went into the Palace, ſhewing him the ſame, and why he 
ad built it; defiring his counſel and aid to the perfozmance of 
his will. 

Penthraſus being deſirous to pꝛactile his Art, which beloze he 
durſt not do (fo2 by the Laws ol the Land, the ſame was puniſh- 
ed with death) pꝛomiſed by his Art, to make the ſame ſo invin- 
cible, that it ſhould never be obertome by ſtrength o2policy ; ad- 
viſeing the King to bzing Conſtantia thither, and two Wamſelg 
to attend her, and attyzꝛe her in Rich Dmnaments. When the 
King had perfo2med this, and delivered her to Penthraſus, ma- 
king a condition with him, that none but himſelf ſhould be ſuf- 


kered to have enterance; he departed, leaving Conſtantia to be en⸗ 


rertained by Penthraſus; who led her into the Caſtle, appoint⸗ 
ing her Damlels where they ſhould have all things neceſſary, 
telling her it would be many years befoze ſhe could be releaſed : 
After he had placed her there, he began to taſt about how to foyti- 
fie the ſame ; and by his Art, he found that there lived in the 
Delart of Arabia, two mighty Gyants, oł huge pꝛopoꝛtion, and 
ol great ſtrength, whom he kound out: caſting ſuch bewitched 
Charms upon them, that they pꝛelently kollowed him to the Ca⸗ 
ſtle: (which he alterwards named Penthraſus's Palace) by his 
Charms and Spells, binding them to keep the firſt entrance of 
the Bꝛidge, and by his Soxceries guarding every entrance in 
ſuch ſtrong ſozt, as it was impoſſible to be overcome. Having 
perkoꝛmed every thing actoꝛding to his mind, he bzought thither 
his wife, named lla, determining to ſpend the ret of his like 
there: but within ſew years he fell lick, and by his art, found the 
date of his life to be near: Whereupon he went to the Ozacle of 
the Heſperian Minphs in the Deſart, which he was enjoyned 
unto by aUiſion he law in his flgep, to know what he ſhould do 
concerning thoſe Charms which he had let upon the Caſtle, 
whole anlwer was this. : 5 
Penthraſus, Becauſe by thy Art thou haſt not attempted any 
wicked action, and to diſcloſe the Deſtinies; many a Knight of 
Sas RE 9 2 ſundry 
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fundry ſtrange Countries ſhall he.r of the beauty of Con tant ia, 
and ſhall come to try their adventures, to ſet her at liberty, 
but none ſhall perform it; neither will it be revealed that 
ſhe is the Laughter of the Emperor of Perſia, until ſhe be 
realeaſed by the Valour of herown Son: and the manner 
and means how, is as yet hidden, and unrevealed, until 
which time, Ila will live; and by our directions, govern the 
Caſtle until the Enchantments be ended. Ye received this 
anſwer, he returned home, and within few days, dyed, 

Thus was Conſtaxtia encloſed, enjoying all the delights 
her heart could defire : but nothing could comfozt her, but the 
remembance of her Lozd Perſicles, ko whoſe abſence the lived 
in continual griek. 

Helion kept that which he had done concerning Conſtantia, 
from the knowledge of Selia, determining never to ſ& her again; 
within ſhozt time after; ſuch diſcozd began betwen he and ſhe, 
thet the whole Court was in an up2oze, and he found ſuch dif- 
quiet with her, that then he began to hate her, abandon her com- 
pany, and to dote on the remembyance of Conſtantia ; repent- 
ing him of the evil he had done her, and reſolvedagain to ſet her 
at liberty, oz elſe to obtain of Penthraſus, to live fo2 ever in the 
Caſtle, and by extraodinary means to obtain her love: and up- 
on a time, he rode thither, determining to le her, where when 
he: came, he found the Gate at the entrance ok the Budge, faſt 
hir, and nothing but a hom hanging thereat, kaltned to a Chain, 
Bhichhe winded, and preſently one of the Gyants tame to the 
dong: with whoſe ſight he ſfod affrighted, till he asked him what 
be would have? Jwould, ſaidhe, ſpeak with Penthraſus. The 
Gvamt bid him come in, and ſhutting kalt the entcrance, brought 
him befoze Ila, who pꝛelently knowing him, ſaid, J underſtand 
the cauſe of your coming, which thou ſhalt never obtain, foꝛ 
which diſloyal thought, and other ignoble deeds, thou ſhalt never 
depart from henee, until the Lady, which thou didit cauſe to be 
encloſed here, be ſet at liberty: with that, not ſuffering him to 
anfxer, the cauſed him to be. bound, and carried into a dark 
Dungeon, where he was hardly dicted, and wozſe thzeatned, 

Ila having him in her cuſtody, knew that none elle was pꝛiby 

w Conſtantia'g being there, caulty thele Uerſes to be witten 
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in Lettters of Gold, and did hang them over the outermoſt Gate, 
and by the fame, Conſtantia's Picture, whereon the calt ſuch a 
Spell, that all that beheld it, were in love with her. The Uer- 


les were thele,

When the had witten thele Uerſes, and plac'd them under 
the Picture, the withdzew her ſelf into the Caffe, ſtaping rhe 
coming of the next Knight-foz the adventure. Ger FT 
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How Palia ſee king for food, was devoured by a Lyon ; Ard 
how the Infant was found by a Lady, wha cheriſned him, 


and afterwards named him Montelibn. 
]_Etusnow return to ſpeał of Palia, and what happened to: 
the Fnfant. After the had travelled out of Arabia, re: 
ſolving faithfully to do wht ſhe had undertaben, and had attain: 
ed to Aſſyria, ſhe foon undefMbod the news of the Armenians 
Wictoꝛy, whereby ſhe was allured it would be in valn to ſeek Per 
ſicles there: theretoʒe ſhe returned towards Perſia, intending 
to follow Conitantia's directions vo find him; but being wearx⸗ 
ed with long travelling, ſhe ſat her ſelf down upon a Mountain, 
Eanding in a valt deſolate place, on the top whereof, grew'a tuft 
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5 ) 
ol Tres, that ſhadowed her from the heat of the Sun: where 
He had not long reve, but the boy fell faſt ailep, and He being 
very hungry, began to lk fo2 Fruit, (being no other kid there 
to le had) leaving him upon the mountain; But wandꝛing into 
a Thicket, was by mis koztune, deboured by a Lyon, and the

pay Inkant lełt ready to be deltroyed: but the Deltinies that had 
allotted him to better fo2tune, preſerved him. 

201 far pf there, dwelt an Antient Knight, named Cothanes, 
who, with his Lady the lame day, had been a hunting; and ngw 
the being weary ol the ſpoꝛt, with two ler vants in her companv, 
happened to alight at the very plate where the Babe lay, who by 
that time was awaked, and miſſing his Nurſe, began to cry. 

The Lady hearing the noiſe, ſearched among the Trees, and 
peetntlygundtite Child, wil ich ſhe tol in herarms, commany- 
ing one ol her Servants to tale up a bundle ol Tloaths that lay 
by the lame, and to wind his Bon , that Cothanes hearing it 
might come unto them: who, accozding to ker deüre came, 
asking her what was the matter? Pou have, ſaid the, all this 
day hunted alter wild Bealts, and loſt your labour: but, Jhave 
kound a rich puize.zyct, by what mis-fo2tune lefe in this place, J 
know not: with that, they both viewed the Child, win noting 
his ercecding beauty and lweet countenance, with great joy, car⸗ 
rying it home, naming it Montetion: finding in the Fardal, 
many rich Jewels, and a fair embꝛoydered Scarf, whereby they 
knew him to be ok no mean birth, Educating himcareſully, and 
akter he was come to knowledge, teaching him many commend: 
able and vertuous qualitys. duhen he came to fourteen Vears : 
of age, Cothanes taught him how to ride, and mannage a hozſe, 
okten taking him fozth a hunting with him, delighting much in f 
his kozwardnels, wherein he was lo apt, that he could not offer to 
teach him any thing, but he ſon grew to be as perfect as hinſclf, '

How P:ſor beine ; recovered, perſwaded Ferſſcles to crave aid 
of the Emperor of Ferſia againſt his enemies: Ard how 
he obtained the ſame, and carried a mighty Holt into 
into Aſſyria, which was there overthrown. 


W 9 ben Perſicles had in in his heavyneſs and ſozrow; wandzed 
up and down theſe wods, the ſpace ok thꝛee Months, and 
Piſor again coming to his remembzante, xpon a time they both 
met, Piſor laluting him with great reverence. Perſicles ſceing 
he was again come to his right lenles, asbed him what became. 
ok Conſtantia? My Lozd, ſaid he, J found her in the Shep⸗ 
herd*s Houſe, and told her you would pꝛelently return: but when 
ſhe ſaw you ſtay ſo long, unawares to me, ſhe went out dk the 
Cottage, ro leek vou, and J ſoon; ning her, thought to over- 
take her, and direct her td the place Where J lefr you; but my 
mis-fo2tune taſted ol that Ominous fruit. Then, ſaid he, ſhe - 
is alluredly devoured by Witd Beaſts, and J ſhall never ſee her 
again, my mis-foztunes exceed the Sounds of common miſerys ; 
would Jhad ended my life, when I-was, fitit bon, then would . 
not both Aſſyria and Perſia have ſhth cauſe of diſcontent, . | 


My Lod, quoth Piſor) I cannot. be perlwaded that we Is 
dead: but, by ſome miskoztune, wandzed ouc of knowledge, oz 
carryed hence by ſome qncrpeded means; therekoze, J beleech 
you, bear her toſs with pattente, and in the end, J doubt not, 
but you will hear ok her fafety. Thou giveſt me words full. E 
comfo2t (laid he) but thou haſt no ground fo) them, no2 can Jtell 
how by them to add any hope to my wꝛeſtlels paſſions: fo2, that 
the is loſt, Jam ſure, oz that q ſhall never ſee her again, Jthink 
it is impoſlible, being dziven to lo hard an exigent of extremity, - 
that J neither know what to do, noꝛ whoſe ald to implozt: thou 
leeſt another hath ſhut me out of my Kingdom, and in me abſence - 
won my ſubjects hearts krom me. The Emperoꝛ of Perſia hearing 
of the wꝛong J have done him, will be my enemy, and then there

Perſicles was unwilling to {cave thode WW ds, Where he was 
relol ved to dwell koz eder: but finding no hope thereby to reco⸗ 
ver her, and allo being pertiwaded by yitor, he condeltended ro 
go with 1555 Then they appꝛoache ed near the Court, Piſor 
rode on belode, and entering the lame, he fon found piera, decla⸗ 
ring to her, the mis⸗fotunes that was befallen to Pericles and 
Conſtantia ; and that he was without the Court, (laying un⸗ 
til he returned, to know whether with ſafety he might come to 
peak with her 02 no. Piera did then pꝛelently (end fo? him by 
Piſor, who bought him into the Court, where he was welcomed 
byher with great joy; with whom he continued {ome time in 
pʒivate conference : She counſelled him to diſcover Himlelf to 
the Empero! of Perſia, and to crabe his aid againſt the Arme- 
nians, who would readily aſſiſt him; whereof ſhe told him, he 
needed not to doubt, fo2 that he had always ben his [riend, and 
knew not of his eſcape with the Pꝛintels, which none but ber 
5 ſelf nd Dela, where pꝛiby to. 

hilff they 1 in this conference, Deloratus tame 
in, and ſ&ing one in luch hahjt with his Wife, did marvel who 
it ſhould be: Piera eſpying him, left her Bꝛother, and went to 
her husband, telling him who it was; wherewith he ran to 
Perſicles, and embyaced him in his arms, now perfectly remem⸗ 
bing him, although grief had much altered him. After many 
pecches paſt, Deloratus, he, and Piera, went to the Emperoꝛ of 
Perſia; who knowing him, welcomed him with exceeding kind- 
neſs. Perſicles then unfolded his mis-fo2tunes, and deſtred his 
Aalſſſtance, to revenge the wzong the Armenians had done him; 
whereupon the Emperoz gave authozity to Deloratus, ro muſt⸗ 
er up Souldiers, and make proviſion fo a \p&xdy Marcp. 
3 news was ſon rumoured in the Court, and many thou- 
ights pꝛepared to aid Perſicles, whom they honoured fo; 
hls bis belong and coutteſie, purpoſing to ſpend thier lives in his de⸗ 
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and were conducted into Aſſyria by Deloratus, Perſicles, Oſimus, 
Piſor, and other Knights of great valour; of whoſe Deeds in 
 Chivalry we will hereafter ſpeak, =. 

Perſicles had ſuch ill ſucceſs , that after he had continued a 
long time fn Ailyria, yer he ſo little p2evailſed, that he wag-com- 
pelled to flye back into Perſia to renew his Fozces. Thele-crael 
Wars continued many years, the King of Armenia defending 
himſef, and keeping full poſſeſſion of his Crown, notwith(fand- 
ing the Perſians Foztes. 

Deloratus perceiving that the long continuance ok theſe wars 
had waſteda great number of Souldiers, and (fil the King was 
as far from poſſeſſion of his Right, as at the firſt beginning, 
determined to give over, and therefo2e aſſembled together the 
-Chiefeſt Rulers of rhe Hoſt to know their opinſon, what further 
to reſolve on, who with a general conſent perſwaded him once 
again to renew his Fozceg, and-if they did not pꝛeball, never 
mote to give the Ondet. 


HAP. XL 


How Perſicles Army was renewed, and how Montelion being 
denyed by his ſuppoſed Father ſtole to the Camp, where 
he preſerved the Kings Life: and how Coth nes knew him, 
and diſcovered his Birth, and how he received Knight- 
hood at the Kings hand. 


Pericles ſeeing Deloratus ready to ſhzink from him, being 

himſelf wearied with that tedious War, went with ful 
reſolution either to end his like, oz ever after to abandon the 
company of all men, and end his days in ſolitarinels. Delora- 
tus therefoze ſent Mellengers into Perſia to muſter up new Fo1- 
ces, who in (-1t time returned anſwer, that rhe Perſjan Camp 
was full fourſeo!e thouſand ſtrong: Among the reſt it koztu⸗ 
ned Cothanes (being in his Pouth a Man of great Ualoz,-and 
now being grown in years, and of exceeding good experience) 
determined not to give his mind to floath, being much grieved 
to hear, what a number of his Conntry-men were daſly 
flajn : and therefoze told hſs Lady what he intended, but ſhe 
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with tears, and many entreaties dillwaded him, but all could 
not pꝛevail, bis heart was ſo fully ſet thereon. 

Montelion now being grown to mans eſtate, hearing thereof, 
intreated Cothanes (whom he eſteemed to be his Father, and ſo 
called him) that he might go with him; but. he would by no 
means ronſent thereunto, the rather becauſe his Lady moſt ear⸗ 
neſtly entreated him, that ik he did go, not to leave her comkozt⸗ 
lels by taking Montelion with him; wherekoze all his entreaties 
piebaiked nothing, but of neceſſity he was enfo2ced to ſtap. 

Cothanes being departed, Montelion continued ſome days 
very penſve, being lo much grieved. fn his thoughts to be lefr 
tehind,thar he refuſed his meat; and notwithſtanding the many 
kindnefſes his ſuppoſed Mother uled to him, he thought all 
things troubleſome; which defire ſo much prevailed with him, 
that furniſþing himſelf with good ſtoꝛe of money, one night con⸗ 
veyed his Hozle fozth, and when all thought he had been in hig 
Chamber, he was departed- 

By that time it was dap, he appꝛoached near the City of Ho- 
tocoſs, wherein he ſtayed ſome thee days, until he had furniſhed . 
himſelf with Armoz, which he cauſed a wozkman to frame ol 
erceeding-good Lydian Steel: His Armoz leing interſet with 
kozmg of divers Trees, and Beaſts of pureſt. Gold, in his 
chleld bearing this Device ; A naked Man amongſt a Tuft of 
Trees; the which he cauſed. to be made on purpoſe to be known, 
different from the reſt. 

Having furniſhed himſlelk in this lozt , be left the Tity, and 
ſournyed towards the Perſian Camp in Ally ria, where he was no 
ſooner come, bur he beheld both the Battels joyned into a moſt 
terrible fight, and a great number ok Souldiers on bath ſides 
lain, lying covered and beſmeared with blood; lome⸗ with their 
Swnds graſped kaſt in their hands thꝛeatning; and others with 
a hideous noiſe bzeathing kozth their laſt Galps; and in the 
Camp he beheld ſome flring, others purſuing; ſome ſanding 
fat in cruel conflic, others with fierce terroz laying thoſ2 that 
were next them, ſome with hidcous noiſe enimating their Let» 
low Souldiers, and others with fear crying, Retire, Retire : 
* 17 he beheld both Perſians and Armenians intermingled each 
ite lug other; wherewith he ſtood a while amazed, le 

never. 


their enemies mote flercely than they had done ente they began. 
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never befoze beheld ſuch «cruel conflicts. At lift he beheld aniolt 


gallant man with his Swoꝛd dꝛawn all covered with blood, har- 
ling up and down amongſt the Armenians, perfoyuning admira⸗ 


ble deds of Chivalry, till at {aft he was encompalled with fuch 
a multitude-of his enemies, that it was fmpoſſible foꝛ him to 
eſcape, which ſight ſtirred up in Montelion ſuch ſparks of cour- 
age, and defire to ſuccour him, that his heart urging him to moze 
fozwardntſs than his Steed could perfozm, and yer his Steed 
with furious pace running as ſwift as might be, ruthed in 
amongſt the thickeſt of them. At firlt he pierced his Lance 
thzough the bodies ol two that were oppoſite bekoꝛe him, and 
his Hozſe with unſtayed courſe overthzew others, treading them 
under his feet , then dzawing his Swozd, whoſe üght dazeled 
the beholders, till he darkned the ſame with their blood, de⸗ 
ſtroying ſuch as withſtood his paſſage, till he appꝛoached the Per - 
ſtan Knight, who without his appzoach had there ended his like: 
but finding himſelf at moze liberty by the aſſiſtance of this new 
come Gallant,again redoubled his abated courage, and joyning 
themlel ves both together, they perkoꝛmed ſuch deeds of Chivalry, 
as by their alliſtance, the thzonged multitude of the Armenians 
was diſperſed, every one haſting to get from them. 8 
This Knight which Montelion had reſtued, was perſicles, 
who leeing how valiantly this new-come Gallant had pꝛeſerved 
his life, ſaid: Noble Knfght, thy Ufaloz Hath pꝛeſerved me, fo? 
which J will not be ungratekul; and if thou art a friend tome, 
as thou hatt already ſhewn, lecond me and J will once again trp 
my Foztune ; with that Montelion held up his hand, to ſpew 
be gave conſent, Perſicles with all ſpeed haſted into the fozemo 
ot the Battel, and Montetion followed after, making ſach way, 
that thoſe that (ſtood to reſiſt Him dyed ; where being come, thep 
found Deloratus, Oſimus, Piſor, Cothanes, and many gallant 


nights in Combat, beſet with odds; but that diſadvantage 


was ſoon turned to advantage by thetr appꝛoach, koz there did 
Montelion ꝓertozm ſuch mighty Deeds ol Arms, as made both 
the Perſian and Armenian Hoſts admire who he was, and krom 
whence hecame. ö | 
Now the perſians begin to gather new courage, and aſſault 
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Palian the Uſurper of the Crown ſeeing that, thinking to pꝛe⸗ 
bail as in times paſt he had done, called the chiekeſt Rulers to 
him, exhozting them to take courage to reſiſt the Enemies; up: 
on which with undaunted Spirits, they followcd the Battel 
with great eagerneſs, that the Perſian Commanders were fozced 
to flye to their Regiments to encourage them to fight. All this. 
time Montelion and Perſicles kept together, making thouſands 
ok the Armenians to pay the lives fo: Tribute unto their Con- 
quering Swozds, (UWhilft they continued the fight in the koze⸗ 
front of the Battel, they ſuddenly heard a cry on the out-ſide ; 
which when Montelion heard (not regarding to be counſelled)he 
ſet Spurs to his Hoꝛzſe and rode thither, where he found Delo- 
ratus among a great thzong of Armenians unhozſed, and fights 
ing on foot being grievoully wounded, and againſt ſuch odds, 
that he was ready to faint, amongf whom he ruſhed with ſuch 
fury. that he hozſed him again, and ſent a Guard with him to 
his Tent ; then turning again towards perſicles, he eſpyed Co- 
th anes unhozſed, whom he knew by his Armoz, and newly by fozce 
taken Pziſoner, but bekoze they could convey him from thence, 
he began ſo cruel a fight, that with the loſs of many of their 
lives, he ſer them at liberty, 

The Armenians ſeeing their Fellows thus llaughtered, and 
the Enemy purſue them lo cloſely, began to retire, and palian 
well perceiving that he ſhould loſe rh2t day; therekoze calling to 
him two Knights, one named Altheſus, and the other petron, 
who were the ſlouteſt men in all his Army, he ſaid unro them: 
Joyn with me, and let us once again expel rheſe faint- hearted 
Cowards, with that, they thꝛee with a maltitude ol gheir chiekeſt 
Souldiers kept a head together, and Fronted that Battel 
where the King himſelf koug et. Palian knowing him, wit a 
Lance ready couc ved ran at him, which lighred upon his ſpielo, 
and ſo burſt in picces, not once byuiling the Well⸗tempered ſteel; 
Then Altheſus and the reſt aſſailed him all at once ; whom he 
reliſted with fic; exceeding valour, continuing a ſharp combate 
with them along time; but at length the odds pꝛoving to great, 
he was dꝛiven onely to defend their wilt blows that they made 
at him, and then he lezan to wiſh fo) the ſtrange Knight that 
had befoze ſuccqured him, expecting nothing but Death. 
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By this time Montelion had reſcued Cothanes, and again got 
him Hozſe and Arms, which done he left him, and even at the 
very tine the King wiſhed koz him, he came; and elpying th2ee 
Knights aſſailing him at once, he aimed his Swozds point at 
Petron's bꝛeaſt who was next him, and running at him with all 
the fozce his Hoꝛle could poſſibly make, thzuſt him quite though 
his body, and pꝛelently after, aiming the lame at Palian, he ran 
fr at him, and had he not avoided his encounter, he had either 
flain oꝛ wounded him, but miſſing. him, he made at him with 
his Swozd with ſuch puiſſant fozce, that in ſhozt ſpace he gave 
him man; wounds. EY: 

King Perſicles having none but Altheſus to refit, did combat 
him bꝛavely, who with the like valour reſiſfed him: but in the 
end, the ulurping King finding him lo overmatched, would 
have often eſcaped, which Montelion perceiving, . gabe him no 
reſpite to flye. 1 

Now the fight was moft terrible to behold, the Perſians tom⸗ 
fozted by the onely valoz of Montelion, running upon their 
enemies with unreſiſtable fury. | 

The Armenians ſeeing one of their chiekeſt Champions (lain, 
and their General retire, were amazed, and rather ready to flyve 
than ſtand; which animared their koes with courage to purſue - 
them as long as the day laſted. Montelion ſtill purſued Palian, 
in whoſe reſcue man» of his Knights interfere themſelves, and 
dyed by his Swozd; and notwichſtanding though he withdꝛew 
himlelk, pet Montelion followed him ſo near, that he ok en pur 
bim in danger ok bis like, until he was ſo far paſt in amongiek 
their Troops, that he was compelled with his Swozd to make 
his Way out, in whole reiire many died. 

The night dzawing nigh, whilſt the Armenians ſounded a 

ctreat, Montclion had time to conſider what was beſt koz him 
ta Vo; and whether ir were convenient to Diſcovcr hümſelk oz no: 
at lat determining to depart in ſecret, he eipzed the King hard 
Ty him, who of purpoce. had watched him, doubting that which 
he intended, who came unto him, and laid: 2755 
Sir Knight, the kindneſs J have fund in yot;,imboldneth me 
to dclire your company, and entreat you to accept of any Tent to 
repple our (elf in; toy that I ſuppole you are a 4 ranger, and it. 


* 
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Were inconvenient ko; you to journey after ſo great a labour, ha: 
vingthis daydefended me, rhat J count my ſelf pours, and my 
life pꝛeſerved by your valour-; . therefoze deny me not, but let me 
requute pour kindneſs, Rf 
Mi-ʃᷣntelion having heard Cothanes ofrentimes commend the 
Ving koz vilo2 and courtelle, and knowing how to behave him⸗ 
felf as well to the meanelt as to the greateſt (being by Cothanes 
nolly educated, and of his own inclination moze apt to con⸗ 
ceibe, than they were to inſtruct) knowing him to be the King, 
lafd : Moſt honoured King, Jam unfit to receive the Honour 
pou pꝛoffer me, and my deſerts not wo2thy the commendations 
you give them, therekoze J beſeech you not to attribute to me 
moe than is befittingmy mean eſtate, but rather Lioenſe me to 
attend on vou with all humble duty, my like and all my endea⸗ 
bours being vowed to be ſpent in your ſervice, and my ſelf ready 
at your diſpoſition, This ſaid, they went together to the Camp, 
where they were welcomed with ſhouts and rejoycings of all 
the perfian Souldiers. | 
Deloratus hearing the applaud, came kozthok his Tent to 
e what was the cauſe thereof , and eſpying the King and the 
ſtrange Knight together, came unto them, and they both alight: 
ed to ſalute him, but Deloratus would by no means ſuffer them 
to depatt, but intreated them to lodge in his Tent that night, 
which they did not deny: Then taking Montelion in kind ſoꝝt 
between them, entred the Tent, where he unarmed himſelf. 
'When they be held his pouth, they wondzed greatly thereat, 
to be accompanied with ſuch valour, both Deloratus and Per- 
ficles, uſing him with great kindneſs : Pzeſently after the pꝛin⸗ 
cipal Commanders of the-Camp aſſembled themſelves together 
to their Generals Tent, to reccive Oꝛzders: amonglt the reſt 
was Cothanes, who at the firſt entrance into the Tent, eſpyed 
his Son Montelion (his head being onely unarmed) and by 
his Armoz knew it was he that had lo honourably pꝛeſerbed his 
Ake, he ceuld.not refrain from rejoy(ing-: Likewiſe Montelien 
ring him, upon his knee entreated him to pardon his boldneſs 
fo: coming to the Camp without bis conſent. Cothanes tok him 
up, andimbꝛated him, which the King ting, ſaid unto Cothanes, 
m Friend, is t his thy Son.? My Lozd (ſaid. he) he is my Son, 


and 
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and he calleth me Father, and yet J am unwozthy to be Father 
of ſuch a Son, who hath rather ſhe wed himſelf the Son of ſome 
Hexoick King, and becauſe his wozthinels ſhall not be darkned 
with the ignoble Title of my Son, I will declare to vou all.rhas 
IJ know of him, Indeed he is not my Son; but my Lady and 
J being one day a hunting, kound him upon the Top of a Pount 
in Swadling⸗cloaths, which was ſuch as ſhewed he was not of 
mean Parentage, but ok Honourable Race.; his Nurſe as J 
ſuppoſe being diſtreſſed fo2 want of Food, was wandzed fron 
him, whoſe Carcaſs and Cloaths we found nat far off deſtroyed 
by a Lyon, unte which time we have with carekulnels bzought- 
him up, eſteeming him as our own Son; this my Lo2d in bytet - 
ſ\s the whole ſum ol what J know of him. ; 

They all marvilled at his wozds, eſpecially Montelion, whs 
was ſtruck into ſuch a deep Meditation, that fo2 a time he ſtood 
like one Metamozpholed. The Ving then taking him by the 
hand, ſaid : Although J know not what Citle to give you, pet 
bozn you cannat be of. leſs than Noble Blood, as doth appear bg 
the manifeſt tokeng. ol your Heroick diſpoſition,. therefo:e remit 
the care of that till hereafrer,and ſfap with us, who are com kozted 
with your preſence : My Lozd, ſaid he, were my deſire moze 
great than it is, yet the deſire Þ have to do pou ſervice, would 
ſurmount the tame , . being intirely devoted to your worthineſs, . 
which ns deſire of reward, hope of p2aiſe,.o2 wozldlp reſpect hath 
bzed in me, but onely the inſtinct of Nature, that. hath eff:cuallp + = 
engrakted the ſame.into my heart; therefoze J humble deſire pote-- 
to beſte w on me rhe Honour of Knighthood, wherewith if J be 
Digniffed by pour vertuous hands, J ſhall remain both with 
peu, and endeavour to deſerve. tie lame. Perſicles highly eu em. 
ing him, and kindly embzacing him, told him he would thar 
niglt be his Bed kellow, and the next day have his deu re. With-: 
many otler Speeches they ended the night, every Ruler depart⸗ 
ing with careruinels to ſer the Matches. Lt. 
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How the Armenians Army with exceeding Loſs was diſcom- 


fited. 


L Arly the next mozning, Deloratus, Perſicles, Cothanes, and 
Luall the reft of rhe chief Commanders of the Perſian Army 
were allembled, who gave o2der that every Battel ſhould be 
placed in ſuch (ozt , as if they expected a pꝛelent allault, which 
being perfozmed, Montelion was With great Triumph bzought 
into the fleld, and by the King was inveſted with the honoz of 
Knighthood, which when he received, the Souldiers gave an 
exceeding great ſhour. _. | 

The Armenians hearing ſo great a noiſe, could not judge what 
might be the cauſe thereof, fome cenſuring one thing, and ſome 
another. Palian fretting erceedingly at the laſt days diſcomii⸗ 
ture, which went near his heart; koz that in all the time of the 
war he had not endured the like, and calling unto him the chief: 
eſt Knights in his Camp, which were Altheſus, Golgorn, Mura- 
Ins, Lamdelion, Knights of honozable birth, great wiſdom, and 
appꝛo ved valoz, uttering unto them his earneſt deſire of revenge, 
beſiring them with all ſpeed to counſel him, which way to lup⸗ 


meſs the enemies courage, onely revived with the ſtrange 


Knights aid; am ongſt whom it was agreed to furpzize them un⸗ 
awares in the midſt of their joy, that with all ſpeed they arrived 
their Fozces , and without the ſound of either Dꝛum oz Flle, 
iClued the City Gates. 

Certain Perſian Spies perceiving their intent, poſted to the 
Camp, and certified the General thertok, who gave command 
that without making any kind of ſuſpicion, they ſhould continue 
in their mirth lo that thereby their Foes (ſhould be heartned to 
' their own deſtruction. Montelion with a party of Yozſemen 
© departed out ok the Camp a contrary way that rhe Armenians 
came, with an intent to get between them and the City, which 
alterwards came to good effect. 

The Armenians thinking to make a fudden laughter of them, 
and not at all (uſpecting their readincls to receive them, with 


careleis 
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careleſs: haſte appzoached the Camp, running upon their Ene⸗ 
mies, whom they found in ſuch ozderly ſozt ready to receive them, 
that in ſhoꝛt time they wiſhed themſelves again within the City. 
To recite every particular of their conflict, with what terroꝛz the 
Battel continued, would dull my wits with confuſion, therekoze 
my Pen chall barely recite the admirable Weeds of the moſt 
ſtouteſt of both Armies. 5 
Perſicles confidering what juſt cauſe he had, and with What 
equity he might challenge his right, wong kully detained by his 
Ulurping Foe, bent his Swo2d point with unrelenting fury,ts 
the deſtruction of his enemies, pitt ping their deaths that dyed b 
his (wo2d, aiming rhe ſame rather at Palian's heart, than againſt 
them that were by lozte conſtrained to hazard their dear lives, 
which when he had dyed in goze⸗ blood, he met with Palian, and 
at the firſt encounter had ſurily bereft him ok like, had not his 
Hole by great migfo2tune ſtumbled at a dead body that lay in the 
wap, but pet his Swozd by that miſchance milling his right 
aim, ran it quite though his Steds neck, and both fell, lying 
grovelling on the ground, ready to be trodden to death. A Uali⸗ 
ant Knight that was next at hand, reſcued Palian, and mounted 
him on his own Bozſe, whereby he loſt his own like, fox Per- 
ſicles ſtruck him ſuch a blow on the Head, that with the kozte 
thereof; his Armoz yielding, ſome ſcales pierted his bzain, that 
he dyed, The two Kings fo2 a while continued fight together, 


Palian with every blow receiving a deep wound, inlomuch that 


he knew he mutt either retire, yield, 02 dee; but then came Gol- 
gron to his aid, who wich him maintained fight again Per- 
ſicles, who notwithſtanding that odds, had near hand bought 


them both to deſtruition, had he not eſpyed Deloratus and Cotha- 


nes in diſtreſs, who were aſſailed by ix valiant Knight, two ot 
them being Altheſus and Lamdelion , unto whom he haſted, 
giving them ſutcour by the death of the firſt be met. | 

Whilf rhe Battel was maintalntd in the Front by the chief 
Commanders of both the Armies, Montelion with his reſolute 
followers, whoſe hearts were inſpired with luch courage to be 
guarded by ſo valiant a Gulde, was gotten behind them, and 
began ſuch a Waflacre , that multitudes on a ſudden was de- 
fro ed v2 his appwach, whole — of valoz amazed their ſen⸗ 
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ſes with ſuch fear, and abated their courage with ſuch terrour, 
that like a flack of fearful Sheep, eſpying the appꝛoach of a de- 
portcing Lyon, run with amazed fear from his.paws,even lo the 
Armenians fled from the deffroying hand of Montelion, filling 
rhe Ap2 with diſmal cries, that the noiſe thereof. daunted the 
hearts ok the ſtouteſt Armenians ; Palian and Golgron then 
turned their backs, making thitherward. to know the cauſe, Al- 
theſus and Lamdelion did the like; whilſt Deloratus, Perſicles, 
and the rect, made ſuch havock amongſt the common Souldiers, 
that had the light continued long, all their Enemies had been 
deſtroyed. | fe | | 

Palian and Altheſus met Montelion, not knowing him, but 
ſuppoling that it was he that had made fuch laughter among 
them the laſt day, both aſſailed him , who in his heart rejoyced, 
that he had met with two ſuch Champions to make tryal of his 
valoz, continuing ſo bzave a Combat between them both, as is 
not to be deſeribed. | 
By this time, the cry began on the other lde with ſuch a hide⸗ 
Pug noiſe, that Palian's heart was affrighted therewith, and 
defended himſelf, as ik a lender Youth had encountred with a 
great Gyant, and began to ſound a Retreat, hating to the City 
with all ſpeed ; which could not be accotinted a Retire, but ra- 
ther an abſolute fight; ko; it was done with Cuch hate, as if 
they had been all amazed. __ 

The day being thus ended, (to the terro2 of one, and comfoze 
of theother) the Perſians retired as Ticozs, and the Armenians 
half mad wich grief and diſpair within their Walls, not mind⸗ 
ing ſuddenly to ilſue out again. Perſicles and Deloratus hondz⸗ 
ing Montelion with their kind imbzacings, and the Souldiers 
applauded thefr valoz with great rejopcings, and every one. 
(atcozding to their pꝛeſent occaſion) betook theniſelves to their 
Tharges, ſpending the day moze in joy and ſeturitp rhan ever, 
thez had done. | 
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How the Armenians ſent to two Kings for more aid into 


Armenia, who were met, and one of them taken Priſoner; 
and of other accidents that befell. 


A & Dining being come, Palian aſſembled his Counſel toge- 
47 Kther, to determine what Ozder to take koz his ſecurity, 
wyich-it behoved him to do; ko; that all their Fozces were ut- 
terly diſcouraged , and the Inhabitants ſeeing their Lawful 
King living , began to revolt, and denied to aid him either 
with Men oz Monep, that he was conſtrained to keep himſclf 
within the City Walls, not ſuffering any to iſſue our, oz daring 
indeed todo it, they were (ſo ſfridly beſieged by their Enemy. 
Uſhen they had well conſidered their eſfates, and the miſery 
they were likely to fall into, concluded to ſend into Armenia 
to tell the King, which Altheſus and one Mutellus, tio Knights 
of great valoz, underrook the next night to perkozm. * 
Montehon being at his Tent intending to repoſe himſelf, 
yer feeling no defire to ſleep, called foz The Chronicles of the 
Wars of Antiochus King of Syria, and ſpending ſome hours 
in reading that Hilo2y, his Eſquire being gone to bed, abotit 
the dead time of the night, he heard the neighing of a Hozſe as 
ir ſeemed to him, without the City, then reading, and again 
faying to liſten, his mind being fomewhat troubled, (being ft 
in his Armo? ) he girded his Swoꝛd to his fide, determing him- 
ſelf to walk the rounds, to ſee how dilfſgent the Match was 


kept; whom he found fleeping as ſoundly, as if they had been in 
their beds, marvelling much at their dzowſineſs, but much:mote 


at their carelefſneſs : he went from place to place, not minding 
that night to ſleep, but to watch koꝛ them all. He not long faxed, 
bur. he eſpyed two in Armoz , with haſty ſteps paſſing thiough 
rhe Camp on foor, whom he little ſuſpeced'to be other than of his 
own company, thinking them to be fome ſtraglers, that ſ#ins; 
their kellows aſleep, went to rob, following as cloſely as he could, 


be perceiving them to depart the Camp marvelling thereat,and - 


fo ew nigh to them, A to know what they an 
Wo.

he departed. They perteiving one to follow them, and having 
gotten without the Camp, purpoſed to lay hold on him, and 
fo:ce him to declare. what the Perſians . intended; lo turning back 
to him, Altlieſus offered to lay hands on him, Sofc (quoth 
Montelion) let me firſt know what you are? We are enemies 
to thee (ſaid Altheſus) and therefo:e yield. Tell me (quoth he) 
rour names? Altheſus knowing himſelf to be of. great valoz, 
and little thinking he wauld have reliſted them, told him his 
name was Althcſus. Then  defie thee, (ſaid Montelion) fo 
Jam thy enemy, and will rather dre than yield to thee; then 
Altheſus dzew fozth his Swo2d, and ſtruck at him, and Aon- 
telion did the like to defend himſelf; and afrerwards he offended 
them lo much, that both of them found much ado to ſabe thelr 
own lives. 

Altheſus ſeeing his Ualoz; deired to know his name, which 
he told him: which when he heard, and ſeeing Mutellus fallen, 
and faint with effuſion of blood, he thus laid: 

Sir Knight, at this time I cannot ſtay to end the Combat, 
for by hazarding my life, I ſhall endanger the lives of many ; 
therefore adicu till more convenient time to meet. again 2 
With that he turned his back, and Montelion ſtoopt to give his 
Adverlary bzeath, which revived Mutellus, but ſeeing Altheſus 
gane, his heart was ready to dye with grief.; He bid him be of 
good comkozt, fo2 his intent was, to ule him honourably, and 
helping him up, led him to his Tent, and called up. his own 
Eſquire to attend upon him, and diſarming him, he went pꝛe⸗ 
ſentiy to the Noble King Perſicles. 

The next day Montelion cauſed Mutellus to be carried befoze 
the General, where he declared the cauſe of their departure, which 
the King was glad to hear, that by his foze knowledge, he might 
event the intention of his enemies, but moſt of all he highly 

commended Montelion foz his Noble Act, which had not they 
been diſcovered, it might have bꝛeught the whole Camp into 
great diſtreſs, by this means every one growing into luch admi⸗ 
ration ot his valoꝑ, that t hey eſtt emed him their onely defence and 
ſafetv, inſomuch that whereſoever he went, the eyes of mul. i- 
tudes klollowed him, being much delighted to behold him, 


The P1iſoner defired the King to appoint his Ranſom, but he 
_com- 
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ed him, lent him ranſomleſs to the City, where he ſoon gor en- 


trance, and declared the misfoztune that had befalten him, and 


Altheſus, which turned their concceived hope ol comfozr into de⸗ 


ſpair, and had overcome them with lear, had not fome hopes of. 


his eſcape. revived them, 


Wany days they remained thus within the. city, being to 


hardly teleged., that they were out of all hopes of getting any 
vickuals, but were duven to content themſelves with ſpare dier, 


fc-n:ing out every Souldfer and Inhabitant their allowance; 
which they continued ſo long (expecting to hear fron Armenia) 
but being fruſtrated, expected nothing but miſerable famine, that 
cauſed them late in the night to aſſemble their old, weak, and 
impotent men, unable to figyt , and all women and childzen, 
ercept fome of great account, and turned them out of the City, 
to the number of &rteen thouſand whote. diſtreſſedeffare, rhe 


King pittled, cauſing them to habe ſufficient food , thanlelves. | 


building Eabbins to defend them from the weather, 

Perſicles ſceing the miſerable eſtate his own Country was in, 
and to what extrea nity the people were byought , and knowing. 
that this Ulurper was not able to endure ,. but that he and all 

thoſe within the City were ready to be ſtarved; by rhe advice 

and counſel of. thoſe that he moſt eſteemed, he ſent a Herald unto 
Palian with this Meſlage : 

That although he had unjuſtl / uſurped his C: on, and 


many other ways done him great injuries, yet pittying the 
mi ſerable eſtate he was like to bring the Citizens into by his. 


cruelty, he made him this proffer: That although he might: 
work revenge by his JeathCwhoſe: life was now at his mercy) 


te ſhould without Interruption with all bis Souldiers, have, 


free liberty to depart out of Aria. 


The Herald with this Mellage went to the. ¶ ity, detlaring the. 


cauſe cf. his coming. 
Palian hearing rhis-Mcflage, was pulled up with ſuch Thok 
ler, that he returned rhis anſwer. 


That what he held was his right by conque7,and that he would 


hold, ſcozning te ſhould ſend any p2offer to him that was well 


able to tefend himlelf, as little regarding his: tourteous Reb: 
£ er. 
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fer as his malite, wiſhing him not to ſtay long, leſt his Fathers 
coming, might inflict a greater puniſhment on him than be could 
eſchew. Perſicles was much enraged with his dildainkul reply, 
fearing indeed, that if the Kings fo:ces were once come, it would 
be a great cauſe to lengthen out the Wars ; which he carneftly 
deſired might have an end, that he might travel in ſearch- of 
Conſtantia, .ſo2z whom his heart endured much loꝛrow. Being 
thus di:quieted in his thoughts, and defirous of eaſe to his reſt⸗ 
leſs paſſions, one day amongſt many, that he paſſed over with 
penſiveneſs, he got him to a (olitary place, and there in a ſad 
filence, meditated npon his miskoztune. . 

Montelion being troubled with remembance ol his unknown 
eſtate, choſe the ſame place to utter his pꝛivate griefs , wherein 
the King was already ſhz9wded, and ſuddenly eſpying him, be- 
gan to withdꝛaw himſelf, but the King deſiring him to ſtay, 
ſaid: Worthy Knight, I perceive ſome inward care hath 
made you withdraw your ſelf from me; but impart your 

Giſcontent to me, if not, hear mine, for I have deſired to 
declare mine to one on whole Fidelity I-might repoſe my 
felf;; and you are the man I have elected, having had ſuffici- 
ent tryal of your courteſie and friendſhip, that without 
doubt ing, Idare commit my {elf ro your ſecreſie, for your aid 
may (as heretofore it hath) preſerve me. M L22d, (quoth 
he) J count my ſelf only foztunate in sur love, and ny heart 
ecknowledgeth everlaſting duty to rxaur Majeſty, which bindeth 
mt in all zeverence to become your Uallal, being moze ready ts 
venture my lite in pour ſervite, than pou can imagine, cherekoze. 
good ny Lozd, fear not to impole any task upon me, ſo) in your 
1thploping me, J'fhall account mp [elf bleſt and happy. 

I thank thee good Friend (ſaid the King) and it ever For- 
tune favour me again, I will requite this kindneſs, though 
mow am plunged in the depth of 7 luck, being as you ſee, 
depri ved of my Kingdom by the Rebellion of my own Sub- 
jects, andthe Tyranny of the King of Armenia: The brief 
diſcouſ ſe whereof is this: My Father when he lived, matched 
mp, Siſter Pierain Marriage to this wozthy Knight Deloratus; 
lending me into Perka with him, wio be koꝛe my return died: 
Wbilſt J wag there J thanced to ffr my eye an che Beauty of

Conſtantia, Daughter to the Emperoz of Perſia, which by rea⸗ 
ſon ot my ſudden departure J could not give her notice ok, haz 
ving no other comkozt but my Siſter Piera, to whom 4 cold 
the ſecre:s of my heart, departing with her pzomile of alſiſtance. 
Whilf&t J went into Aſſyria to eſtabliſh my Kingdom, Pyzince 
Helion of Arabia obtained rhe Emperozs conſent: to marry her, 
which news my. Siſter ſent me. J being much troubled there⸗ 
with, akter J had repulſed my old Enemy the Ring of Armenia 
in a Battel, J left the Government of my Kingdom to two of 
my Nobles,t departed in the habit of a Palmer into Perſia, where 
within a ſhozt ſpace J uſed ſuch means by my Siſters friendſhip, 
that J was in that habit without ſuſpition in her Chamber, and 
thereby had conference with Conſtant ia; and attained ler con- 


ſent, nothing remaining but onely means to elcape, which alter - 


wards we effected, and travelling together, till we came lo a 
Shepherds houſe, where we were kindly welcome, contraging: 
a ſolemn Marriage hetween our ſe ves, becauſe we durſt not be 
known to the contrary, where we liv'd ſome days in quiet, in 
the mean time her Father cauſed diligent ſearch to be made, and 


it was Piſor's chance to find us, who kept our Tounſel, and 


was by me lent into Aſſyr ia to fetch ſome of my own Knights, : 
to attend me hovie , Where he kounn my Subjects at ſtrike, and 
the King ok Armenia taking that oppoztunity, with a mighty: 


band of, Souldiers, fl: w molt of: my Guard, they jopning with 


bim till he had ſeized my Crown. Piſor with this heavy ne wa, 
returned to me, being unwilling to give we bngwledge thereof 
which overcame my heart with ſuch griek „ that Kebing gut a. 
ſolitary place, I wandzed lo far that J con d mor pefuen to che 
Shepherds houſe that night, ſhe miſling me, alla came kozchthe 
Cottage to ſeek me, kut directing; her ſteps a contrapgy, way, gz. 
1'ceting, with ſome miskoztune, I ncver heard of-her linge; Pi eg: 
he libewile went kozth ro ſeeks, and igyozanthytaftedot antun 
happy kruit, that inkuſed a flecpineſg upon him fozothe ſpace pf; 
faur and twenty hours, but yer in his and my maſt earneſt learcy; 
we could neßer find her, and J kear never ſhall, but ib J could 
recover this evil done by my foes, J would then kpend the reck⸗ 
ob y lite in her ſearch . Habing ended cheſe ſpeec hes n N 
wag lo much overcame with gie, that he hadnnueg Get wih 
yald bis eyes from tears. Montelion 
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Montelion wag oppꝛeſt with no leſs grief than he whole heart 
fclt moze in ward dilgulet chan a rangers could have done, in 
lent ſadneſs, (ſeeming to partake of his lozrows, but not able

CHAP; XV, 


How Afentelion by a ſtrange and dangerous accident, won the 
City, and took Palian Priſoner. 


T Ontelion that night elected out of his own followers 

A twenty Knights, ſuch as he eſteemed moſt valiant, telling 
them he had a matter of great danger and ſccreſie-to-complor, 
which might be a means to eſtabliſh the King in his Kingdom, 
ik they would faithfully joyn with him, which they all vowed 
to accompliſh, and follow him, though it were to their deaths. 
Arm you then (faid he) in Armenian Armoz, of which you 
habe choice, and come to me at midnight. 

The Knights being all come actoꝛding to the appointed time, 
he departed with them thꝛough the Camp to the City Gate, and 
there he knocked, but ſcarce ſo loud that the Pozter could hear 
him, who toming to the Battlements, demanded who it was? 
J am (quoth he) Altheſus and other Armenians,as thou mapelt 
now by our Armoz, and bzing good News, therekoze open the 
Bates, leſt by delay we are betrayed, -to2 we are purſued, The 
Pozrer being haſty to ſuccour them, pzeſently unbolted the 
Fates. Montelion was ns ſooner entred, but he flew the Poz- 
et, entring the Lodge, and fell upon the Watch that lay Ceep- 
ing, killing moſt of then bekoze they awaked. One of them 

- Fubmitcing himſelf, ſaid thus: J am-an Aſſyrian, ſpare mp 
Alke, and ik you be friends of Perſicles, J wilbdirect pou how 10 
'furp2i3e the City, and tate the Mlurper. 

Fn ſo doſug (quoth he) thou ſhalt be hanoured of the Ring, and 

Purchaſe. thy own liberty. After he had put the reſt to the [wo2d, 
rhe Ailyrian vireftcd them to the Palace, and by fo ſecvet a way, 
Ihat bs bꝛought then even within the rompaſs of the 2 
it, 
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Cle, to the very top where the Guard was. Montelion then 
ſaid thus to his followers : My Champtons, let not fear now 
poſſeſs your hearts, but by this erploir win honour fo2 ever; any 
by the Aſſyrians directions, divided themſelves into two parts, 

the one to the koꝛemoſt entrance, and the other to a by way. Mon- 
telion knocking at the dooz, one of the Guard opening the ſame, 
and pꝛelently he ruſhed in with his Sword dawn, killing the 
firſt, and all that tame! within his conipaſs. © The Guardians 
were lo amazed therewirh , that they were confounded in $hefr 
ſenſes ; their courages ſoꝛ want of time to-fonſider, abated, and 


their hands with fear and trembling, not able to dzaw their 


ſwaꝛds, and when they had dzawn them, knew not who to refi(f, 
ko; Montelion and his Knights were ſo like them in Armoz,and 
Ungled amongſt them, that they knew them not from 


by a pꝛivate mark knew one another) made luch a Uaughrer a⸗ 
mongtt them, that all the Flooz did ſwim with blood: Sonie 
made means to flye out at the back doo „ but as they ſtepped out 
they met death, he that followed not knowing he that went be⸗ 
fore to beſlafn , and had they all come that way, they would one 
by one habe been deſtroyed, that in the end, by Monteli ions Valoz, 
there was not one let alive. 

This Plot was perkoꝛmed with luch expedition in the night 
time, that the rumoz thereof came not to the hearing of any, lo 
that within a ſhozt ſpace and little labour, Montelion lurpꝛized 


Palian in his Bed, who ſeeing one in Armoz belmeared with 


blood, and his Swozd dꝛawn, ffarting up, asked what he was ? 
Jam thy Enemy (quorh Montelion) and Friend to Perſicles: 
Thou art a Villain and a Traytor (quoth Palian) and then 
he called to his Guard, crying out, Treaſon, Treaſon, 1am 
betray'd, Help, help. 

Thou cryeſt in vain ( ſaid Montelion) fo2 there is none near 
to hear thee, fo2 by this hand thy Guard are lain; and thon 
ſhalt follow the ſame unto death , unlels thou doſt agk mercy, 
fo: my hands can hardly abſtaſn from working revenge on thy 
Trayrozs head, thou haſt teſerved to be puntſhed with-inexecra- 
ble coxments. Montelion had ſcarce made an end of his ſpeeches, 
but he heard the ccchv'of'a 12 out cry lolicite his ears, the 


ere. 


lows, by which means Montelions Knights(who 
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occaſion was this: After Montelion was departed his Tent, 
his Eſquire following him, and ſeeing him enter the City with 
ſo few in his company, ran back with all ſpeed, and told the King 
what he had ſeen, who fearing that raſh attempt might endan⸗ 
ger his like, and hearing that he had gotten entrance into the 
City; Armed himſelf, calling up Deloratus, Oſimus, Piſor, 
Cothanes, and all the reſt of his chiet Commanders of his Army, 
with the chiekeſt of their Bands, to the number of twenty thou: 
land, and marched to the City Gates , which they found wide 
open, and being entred, and by ſeveral companies diſperſed into 
every cozner of the fireets, preſently on every ſide, they gave an 
Allarum, which ſounded: lo terrible in the ears ot all the Arme- 
nians, that like men berett of their ſenſes, they ran up and down 
to their own deſtruction. There did De loratus fill, his hands 
with daughter, and Piſor with cruelty revenge his th holden 
liberty; there did Cothanes and Oſimus, wich many thouſands, 
colour pale Death with red, and there did rhe King Triumph 
ober his Foes, his tonquering ſwozd wozking their deaths, that 
the City Channels ran with goze blood, and their haſty eps 
interggpted by heaps of men that lay dead on the ground; then 
began ſuch an out:cry as would have frighted the ſenſes :of-the 
molt valiant ; Old men hiding their heads in their houſes; the 
Women with their Childzen, crying, wzinging their hands, 
making great lamentation; the. Souldiers ready to kill one an⸗ 
other, not knowing whom to offend , being ignozant of the

beginning ort this Tragedy. * 
The Tounſellozs, and ſuch as ſat in Seats.of-Juſfice,* with 
all haſte went to the Caſtle, wherein Palian was ; where at their 
firſt entrance they found what ſad ſpectacles of ho2roz and dzead 
had already entred there, laying open pallage to death, Monte- 
lion's Knights (though buc few) ſoon laid hand on them, flay- 
ing-thoſe-thar reſiſted, and.encloſing them that vielded within 
a ſtrong Tower. 5 | 
By this time Montelion had haled Palian fozth his & ham⸗ 
ber, and bound him Hand and Foot, encloſing him in a ſtrong 
Jarl where many Malekactozs were imp iſoned, himſelk being 
his Aaploz, and having intelligence that the King was entred 


tye City, he bent hig teps.t0 find him out, by the way ung 
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the Armenians, who took him to be one ot their own Dficers, 
by his-Armoz, 
At laſt he came to the Abby, where the greateft part of the 
Enemp lap, in a large field, encompaſſed within the Wall, 
whereints the King with thzee thouſand Souldiers were befoze 
entred, making ſuch a laughter'as wonld have grieved the heart 
of any beholder, | 
_ Montelion being alone, thought now o2 never to make tryal 
of his valoz, though being on foot , yet ruſhing amongſt the 
thickeſt of his Enemies, who læing him in that Armoꝛ, thought 
he had been rat her one of their Chief Commanders than a Foe, 
who frantick with the fright, aughtered them, becauſe they 
were flow to kill their Enemies, which when he perceived, he 
cryed unto them, Uillains, Traytozs, Cowards, why do vou 
ſhun me? J am your Enemp, a Perſian, and come to deſtroy you; 
not withſtanding his ſpeeches, by reaſon they had no time to ton⸗ 
ſider what to do, they Cilf fled from him, not lo much with the 
thoughts of what he was, as with fear to come near him,fo2 none 
came within his compaſs but he dyed; lo that where he fought 
Death triumphed, and by reaſon of their flight, his haſty blows 
were ſpent in vain. | Az 

The King and Deloratus being nigh, (todd and beheld him 
with admiration, wondzing who it was (that They thought) 
with ſuch fury fought againſt himſelf, until he elpyed them, by 
his ſpeeches giving them notice who he was. Having found him 
they defired, they-followed their Enemies with cruel deſtruition, 
the bzight day diſeloſing the bloody act of that night, which ap⸗ 
peared befoze them with ſuch a grim Aſpect, that it made terto2 
ſeem terrible, and befoze many hours of the day were ſpent, the 
Armenians were utter[p deſtroyed. 

The King gave a (tric Ozder foz diligent ſearch to be made 
though all the City, and ik they found any Rebels to put them 
ts the Swoꝛd, which done, he commanded the dead Carcaſfſesto 
be carried in Carts out of the City, which were lo manp, as that 
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they had much ado to perfozm it in a days time: when he hed 


done this, he gave the:ſpoil of the Enemies Tents and Houſes 

unto the Perſian Souldiers, and allo gabe commandment that 

all the Women , Childzen, —_ men, and impotent people, 
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ſhould be hꝛought into the City . and every.one rolleſs his own 
Houſe wherein he dwelled befoze : This being perkozmed, and 
fo2 that day oꝛder being taken fo! the wounded, the Souldſers 
Ante with Cpoil, the Citizens at quiet in their houſes, dili⸗ 
t· IAateh let at each Gate, and a ſtrong Guard within tle 
ents, with that it yew to night, and their laloꝛ required cale, 
after much joy, they betook themlelves to their relt. 

Early the next mozning they tozſook their Pavilions, and ap⸗ 
pointed certain Scoucs to watch about the bo2ders of rhe Coun⸗ 
try, foz the appꝛoaeh of the King of Armenia, which they all ſup⸗ 
poſed would be verp ſhoztly, fo2 ir was now two months fince. 

. Aliheſus departed. 

By that time the day was aged the ſpace of thz@ hours, the 
Inhabitants of Aſlyria that had lived under the ſubjectfon of the 
Armenians, hearing of Palian's overthꝛow, and being alſured ol 
Perſicles's, latety ( which beloze they would not believe) came in 
multitudes to ſubmit themlelves unto their Lawkul King, who 
rejoycing thereat, bid them in ſign of their obedience, arm them ⸗ 
lelves and return to their own houſes, and deſtroy all the Ar- 
menians that inhabited the Land of Aff) ria, not ſuffering Wan, 
Woman, oz Child to live. ; 

It was a wonder 10 brhpld with what greedineſs the mültl⸗ 
tudes bent themſelveg to their Enemies deftruction-, every one 
thinking to be kozemoſt, and he that was laſt, thinking Himſelf 
happy if he could graſp a Swozd to ſeek his own liberty: which 
they effected: within thzee days, that there was not any of the 

rmenians Pꝛogeny left. - | 

If they had found an Aſſyrian woman martted ro an Arme⸗ 
nian Man, both che and all her Childzen dyed; and ik they kound 
a woman with Child, oz having any Childzen that ſhe could not 
few an Ally rian was the Fat her ok them, they had all of them 
been ſlain. 

In the mean while, all thoſe that were priſoners. were hought 
fozth, - Pe:ſicles hy the conſent of his Nobles,Prople, and Coun⸗ 
ſel, appointed them to dye (Palian ercepted) dohs alto had that 
day ſuffered a ſhamekul death, had he not been a Kings Son, be⸗ 
ing "Ra committed (0 (ale OC > 4 where be Bas honozably 
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Tyhele  Tragical fratagems overpaſt, and all things in lecu⸗ 
rity, pet the _ of the Land was deſtrored by the Armenians, 
and now the Nobles and Peers of the Land that durſt not look 
over the Cattle walls, aſſembled themlelves unto the King, ma⸗ 
king all the pꝛeparation they could fo2 his moze honozable enter⸗ 
tainment: The Bells rung for joo, and the people with great 
joy applauded his Uieoz. Wirhin few days he wag again 
Crowned-King.of Aſſyria, and Montelion honoured with ſuch 
commendations. as his wozthineſs deſerved ; every one (as of 
right they ſhould) attribute that honozed: Uicto) p of his TUalo! ; 
all men growing into deep affection towards him, and with ke. | 
joycings manifelt their love. *

But chat was ſoon ſtayed by the coming ol Ambaſſadozs from 
the Bing of Armenia. who delivered their Mellage thus. 
perſicles of Aſſyria, The mighey King ok Armenia commands 
t: ee £9 deliver his Son Palian in ſafety, whom be underſtandeth. 
thon haſt taken Pꝛiloner; withal, he requires reſtitution to be 
made ok rhe Crown and Kingdom ok Aﬀfyria ; wich by right 
of ancient inhetitante is his: vrherwiſe he will bing ſo puillant. 
nd invincible an Army againſt thee, that hall waſte and con: - 
ſume this Land, not leaving City, Town, oz Houſes, he will

chery, and tell him that J demand reffitution ko; the wzong he 
hath done me and my Country, which ik he deny, nothing ſhall 


make me ſatisfaction but his Sons death ; and tell him thus: 


Let him with haſte return, leſt my fury overtake him, and ſo he 
keel the miſchief he.intenderh to me, fo: J mean to meet him pꝛe⸗

Per ſicles ſpoke theſe woꝛds with luch fury, that the Ambaſſa- 
dos believed he would do it, and lo they departed, The King 


of Armenia little thinking to receive ſuch an anſwer, but rather 


perfozmance of his demand, was ſo enraged. that he p2eſently 


commanded his Souldſers to march to the City, vowing to re- 
deem his Son, oz he be taken Pyiſoner himſelf. Perſicles allo 
bad collected a mighty Band of Perſians and Aſſyrians to met

J humbly thank-you 
(replyed he) and ſo took his Pꝛiloner by the. hand, and after 
humble Reverence done, he departed, to who en being alone,

I here give you liberty. Then did he deſire:him to make choice 
of his Hoꝛſe and Armoz, and arming himſelf, rode dilcourte⸗ 


oully away, his (tour heart not ſuffering him to give Montelion 
thanks : being come to the Camp, he humbled himſelf co big 
Father, who embzacing him laid: Mp dear Son welcome; 
Then ſtrutting up and down, laid; J thought that Dackard 


Perſicles durſt not detain, thee, foꝛ if he had, his life had paid thy 


Ranſom, and fhall do pet fo? keeping thee ls long: by lupiter 
this night will J fire the City about his ears, becauꝭ J know 
the Coward dares not come fo2th to meet me. 


Hearing his Father thus boaſt-, and knowing how unlikely 
he. was to perkoꝛm it, ſuch a paſſion of deep conſideration, chan⸗ 


ged in him ſuch a ſudden alteration contrary to his fozmer diſs 


poſition, and calling to rememhzante how lately he was in dan⸗ 


ger ok death, the great power Perſicles had about him, the late 


ſlaughter he had made amongſt his Souldiers, the courteſie or 
Montelion; but moft ot all his ingratitude. to wardg. him that 


had given him his life, thus ſaid. : 


My Noble Father,not the fear of your Forces,nor Perſicleꝶ 2M 
Cowardize( for by his own doom I had dy*djſet me at liberty: 


but the courteſie of a noble K: who took me Priſoner; W 
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. when Perf let had appointed my death, and the: Execytioner 
ſeizing on me, challeng'd me to be his Priſoner, honourably 
armed me, a and courteouſly let me go; therefore I beſeech 
you withdraw your Forces, and offer no wrong to Perſicles, 
who never offended you; the Kingdom of Armenia is as good 
as Aſſyria, and better, and it is better to enjoy that with 
quiet, than both that and this with diſcontent ; if not for 
that, yet for this, I humbly intreat ycu to conclude a Peace 
with Pcrficles,tor your own ſafety, for his power is too migh- 
ty to be ſubdued by theſe ſmall Forces you have brought, he 
is now allyed to the Perſe-z,who is yet no enemy, but wholly 
your friend: hut if theſe Wars continue long, he will prove 
your mortal. Foe ; if you go forwards, I muit ſtay behind, for 
it were a great diſhonour for me to fight againſt him that 
Hath ſo! honourably ſet me at liberty; if you ſhould be oyer- 
come, how much would it-endanger your life? and if your 
life were in danger,do you think we could eſcape? Beſſ Jes, I 
will ſubmit my ſelf into the hands of your enemies, or rather 
ſpill my own blood be fore your face, than live to ſee ſo diſmal 
a day; therefore humbly deſire you to conclude a Peace. 

The King heard out his ſpeeches with lilent vexations, being 
fo inwardly enraged, and with deſire of thirſting after revenge, 
that his heart was ready to burſt with malice ; but at laft being 
'mollificd rather with diſpafr of victozy, than of yielding to his 
Sons requelt, he laid; Let it be as you would have it, fo2 this 
time vou ſhall over- rule me. 

Noble Father (quoth he) J know to conclude this Peace wil 
turn to our cverlaſting good, and pour own content; Perſicles 
4s honoꝛrable, and never offended you, and 1A know he will em⸗ 
nate it, therefore J deſire you, let it be concluded with pour free 
conſent : - whereupon he gave his conſent ; willing him to con-- 
Clude what he thought good. 

Palian mounting himſelf, ſet ſpurs to his Þozle, with all ſped 
riding towards the City, where he met with Perſicles's mighty 
Band of Souldiers, and dcſiring to ſpeak wich Montelion, he 


-,- Kindly embyaced him, welding him id many hearty thanks, wich 


fluch courteſte,love,and carneſt affection, with many carneſt'vows 
#m p:eſcrving his Hke, that Monte lion wondyrd at the ſudden al⸗ 
teration 
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teration in him, that bekoze was lo rude and dilcourteous, moſt 
lovingly embzaced him: then did he unfold the cauſe of his com⸗ 
ing with ſuch earneſtnels, entreating Montelion to joyn with 
him to conclude the peace, that he pꝛomiled him aſſiſtance , (o 
they went both unto the King. 

Palian delivered the Mellage with humble reverence, and Per- 
ſicles with as much courtelle received it, and ſo effectually was 
this wꝛought, that the Peace was accepted, and both the Armies 
meeting in the Field, inſtead of blows embzaced each other, and 
both the Kings ſaluted each other, firſt in range ſo2t,but after- 
wards with moze familiarity. Alter many ſpeeches on both 
ſides, Perſicles accuſing him ot wzongs, and he (fill alledging 
the contrary, but Palian laboured earneſtly to conclude the Peace, 

vet the Battel was like to jopn, and ofrentimes they both grew 
to great rage, which by Montelion? s and Palian's perſwaſions 
was concluded. G2owing to this conclufion, a Peace was ra- 
tified foz two years, in which time Ambaſſado2s ſhould be ſent 
to the Emperoꝛ of Perſia, and the King of Macedonia, to en- 
treat their Koval aſſiſtance to make an end of this Controverfie. 

Perſicles's heart tould hardly endure to yield to his Foe fs far, 
dz abſtain himſelf from revenge, oz appoint his rightful eſtate to 
be determined by the doubtful caſe of Arbitrement, in his heart 
diſdaining his 5 ſhould have ſo much ſcope limitted him, ag 
though he had intereſt at all in his Kingdom, but rather that 
then he ſhould either abſolutely win all, oz loſe all; but regarding 
how much he had troubled Deloratus and the Perſi 1ans, who now 
deſired to return home to their own Countrey; but moft of all 
being deſirous to travel in ſearch of his dear Love, from whom 
he had long been abſent, fo2 whoſe ſafety he would have loſt life, 
Kingdom and liberty, whoſe abſence was a continual grief to his 
Conſcience, utterly deſpairing of finding her; but vet that, noꝛ 
any other ambiguity could cauſe him to deſiſt, but that he would 
depart in her learch, thinking ſbe was living, therekoze he yielded 
to any thing. 


Having taken the King ok Armenia's Dath, not to interrupt 
him in his Kingdom till the time perfired, they parted, Perſicles 
to the City, and the King 3 his Army to Armenia. —_ 
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mind was linked in ſuch admiration of Montelions vertnes, 
that he humbly entreated his Fathers. leave to bear him com⸗ 
pany, but he denyed him, repꝛoving him greatly with bitter 
terms; pet notwithſtanding within few days after he departed - 
in diſguiſe. The King would have fent after him to have ſkald 
him, but his Nobles perlwaded him to the contrary. 
Palian being arrived at the Aſſyrian Court, declared to Mon- 
telion the cauſe of his leaving his Fathers Court, which was 
with no other intent (he ſaid) than to enjoy his-company, and tu 
do Perſicles ſervice ; which pꝛoceeded not from any coloured diC- 
fimulation, but from the depth of a conſtant reſolution. Such. 
an alteration had Montelion's vertues and his Fathers tyꝛanny 
Wzought in him, that He admired the one, and abhozred the 
gther ; of which he gave ſuch manifeſt rokens, that Perſicles had 
no cauſe to miſdoubt him, no Montelion to refuſe his famili⸗ 


arity, | | 


CHAP. XVIE. 


How after the Peace 1 left the Government 
of Afſyria to Piſor, determining himfelf to travel in ſearch 
of Conſtantia; How they arrived in Perſia; of their Ho- 
nourable entertainment, and of the centrarious accidents . 
in Love that befel in the Perſian Court. 


A ter all thele Troubles were over⸗paſt, the Perſian Soul- 
diers richly ſent home, and Perſicles had eſtabliſhed his 

Kingdom, leaving the fame to the Government of Piſor, 
he determined to travel in ſearch of Gonſtantia, making the 
occaſion of his departure to be to accompany Deloratus into Per- 
{ia , none but Piſor and Montelion knowing the contrary. By 
the way as they went Cothanes deſired them to villt his Ha- 
bitation, which the rather they did, to fee the Cloaths that 
were kound about Montelion : They were honourably welcom⸗ 
ed, and Royally feaſfed, Cothanes's- Lady hzinging fozth 
the Packet, which they opened, and well viewed, neither per- 
iicles noꝛ Deloratus knowing any of them (koꝛ they were ſuch. 
ag Conſtantia had in Arabia.) Amongſt the reff there I a

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Jewel of exceeding richneſs, which Montelion in the pzeſence 
of them all pur about his neck, towing ſolemnly never to part 
with it until he had found ont his Parents. 

: Afterwards they departed, Montelion leaving Cothanes and 
hig Folker-Wother, who bewailed his departure with. abundance 
ok tears: But within few days they arrived in Perſia, the Em⸗ 
-per9? ſending out Troops of Gallant Knights to attend them, 
'the States, Nobles, and Peers of the Land in rich attire to 
entertain them, and himſelf with rhe Empꝛels, Piera, and a 

number of ot her gallant Ladies, fozfaking'the Court to meet 
them; rhe Citizens hearing of their appꝛoach pꝛepared to enter⸗ 
tain them with delightful ſhows. The Knights met them ſome 
two miles from the City, welcoming Deloratus with great re- 
verence, and the other thzee Knights with courtelle; the Nobles 
embꝛating them, and at the Gate they ſaw the Emperoz with 
his Kopal Afſembly ſtaying their coming, unto whom Delora- 
tus kneeled, whillt they with tears welcomed his ſafe return; and 
"whild he embzated Piera, the Empero2 and Empefs ſaluted 
Perſicles ; and when they had lefr to ſpeak to Piera, they de- 
manded of Deloratus wn theſe Grange Knights were. Dne 
"of them (laid he) is our late reconciled kriend Palian, and the o⸗ 
ther is the moſt valiant Knight Montelion; that by his valour 
hath pzeſerbed our lives, confounded his enemies, and won him- 
ſelf immoztal honoz, The Emperoz bad Palian welcome into 
Perſia, and then he very kindly embzaced Montelion , who with 
reverence fell at his feet. 
All thar beheld him, admired that one lo young ſhould be en⸗ 
dued with ſuch Chivalry , and the Ladies with their nice eyes 
ſurveyedeach part of his perfect Lineaments, which they found 
to be moſt exquiſite. All tedious lalutations being paſt, they 
tame ts the Court, and entred with ſuch Royalty, as it dꝛabe an 
admiration to the beholders eyes: There might one ſee the people 
with greedineſs thzong to behold them, but. eſpectally the 
white Knight, every one asking which was he ? that he himſelf 
tould hear them, which ofrentimes made the blood revive in his 
cheeks with a lovely bluſh. To reherſe every particular, would 
be too tedious ; and to ſtay long in recital of their Royal enter- 
tainment, Fealts, — and welcomes, would detain

you kram the hearing of Conſtantias misfoztunes, for ſuch enters 
tainment was there, and every thing perfozmed with lueh Royz 
alty, as might have beſeemed the greateſt Monarch in the wozld: 
After Supper, the time ok reft being come, the aged Emperoꝛ 
and Empꝛels bad good night to their Gueſts, and every one 
betook themſelves to their ſeveral Lodgings, remitting all con⸗ 
ference until the next days oppoztunity. 

The King being alone, ffudied moſt part of the night which 
way to travel in ſearch of Conſtantia, Montelion in thinking 
ot his unknown Parents, Palian ſurfeiting in love with Prax- 
entia, and ſhe in commendation of Montelion , Deloratus in 
pleaſure with Piera, and the old Emperoz and Empreſs in jop« 
ful remembꝛonce of all their ſafeties, ebery one poſſeſſed with a 
ſeveral conceit till leep overcame their ſenſes, 

Early the next mozning they fozſook their Beds,Perſicles and 
Deloratus in conference with the Emperoz and Empyeſs , and 
Piera in the hearing of the P2inceſs, and other Ladies; zeherſing 
the Wars in Aſſyria, and the manner of. their bicktozy. Monte= 
lion in company of Palian, tommending the Royalty of the Per- 
ſians Court, and the beauty ol the Ladies, which ſpeech they 
entred into by reaſon of Palian, whoſe heart could not chule but 
utter his inward thoughts, which had entertained a lurkei ing 
view of the Pꝛincels Praxentias beauty, which was-ſo exquiſite 
as might have entangled the ſenſes ol any man: but Monte- 
lion reſted as free as one that never thought or love, having his 
ſenſes lo fully poſſeſſed with deſire to ſeek his Parents, and ſearch 
to2 Conſtantia, that no other thought ſhould enter his beaſt ; 
but ſuch a contrar iety had blind foxtune wꝛought among them,

leave the Emperoz no2 his Siſter; yer notwithſfanding the Em- 
peroꝛ requeſted him to tay a month, which-he could by no means 
2eny, Palian was glad of this, and Praxentia was not _ 
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onely Montelion thought he would be too tedious becauſe his

Pal⸗ 
ſing on towards the Palace with haſty ſteps, as if ſome body 
had purſued her and going fozwards as if an evil had been be- 
koze her, that ſhe could not tell whither, wherctoze, noꝛ why 
He went, untill on a ſudden ſhe mounted the paſſage into the 
Pall, and ws right before the Knight of the Oracle, whom 
when ſhe ſaw the ſtood looking upon him with great amazement, 
whilſt he ſaid unto her: Damolel fear not, J will defend you from 
danger, here is none intends you harm. The Damoſel hearing 
his voice was revived ſaping ; Sir Knight I wonder whai acci- 
dent hath brought you hither, where no Knight hath been 
theſe twenty years - Lady, ſaid he, Foztune and my good Defti- 
nies, that have ben employed to ſet you at liberty.

He then rememb2cdit was not 
her picture that he had ſeen and blu Ted to be ſo deceived. but he 
told her his coming was to do her Lady ſervice : with that they 
entred the Garden, and Conſt in ia ſon eſppcd him; and ling 
the Knight come in ſuch peaceable ſozt with the Damoſel, the 
went fo:th to meet him: He likewiſe ſeeing Her, ſheathed his 
Swoꝛd, his heart trembling at the firſt ſight of her, by a natu⸗ 
ral inſtinct bearing ſuch a reverend regard to her Pa jeſtical per⸗ 
ſon, that when he came near her, he bowed his Knee and ſaid: 


Moſt noble Lidy be not diſquieted with fear of reftrained li- 


bercy, for the date of the Enchantment of this Caſtle is finiſhs 
ed, Conſtantia ſtep'd to him, and tok him by the hand, deſiring 
him not to kneel to her, who had moꝛe cauſe to kneel to him. os 
noed Lady (ſaid he) J have all the reward J expect, yet grant 
one favour, which is, to tell me your Name. Conſtantia's heart 
leaped within her. which cauſed an exceeding bluch to poſſeſs her 
checks, ſaping: Noble Knight, I were to blame to deny *

Yonoured, Conſtaniia marvelling who he ould be, a So 
her ſelf it was not Perſicles, becauſe he agked her Name, pet con; 
cetving that ſozrow might al. er her in ſo long a time, that he. 
could not ſuddenlp krow Ler ; ſhe was much troubled, till he. 
interrupted her with theſe ſpeches: Lady it map be pou take 
me foz another, to rid pou out of which ambiguity, my name is 
The Knight of the Ocacle, which J have but lately been known 
by, foz befoze J was calicd Montelion, being bꝛed up in Aſſyria, 
but whether Þ was bozn there oz who mp Parents were, J 
cannot tell; the cauſe of my travel into this country was in pour 
| ſearch, in the company of Perſicles, who fo; pour abſence liveth 
in perpetual grief, therefoze chear up pour heart, and put confl- 


dence in my fidelity, who will not leave pou till J Have bzought - 


vou to his pꝛeſente. Conſtantia's heart was lo filled wich joy 
to hear his woꝛds, and withall, remembzing what Philotheta had 
told her of Montelion, ſhe ſaid: Moſt honoured;Knight,. I. bave 
heard bef.re of your loyal frienda ip, ſhown to my dear Lord 
Perficles, which makes me put my whole confidence in you, 
which came to my hearing by. the report of a Lady. that you . 
lately ſuccoured in that Countr yy named Philotheta, De hearing 
that, fetch'd a deep ſigh,ſaying:; Indeed J once enjoped her pꝛe⸗ 
ſence, but whether 3 ſhalt ever ſ& her again, oz where ſhe is, A 
know not; pet if J were not deluded. J beheld her palſ ng out of 
this Caſtle. It map be ſo ( ſaid Conſtantia) foz ſhe was with 
me this dap, and hath ben here many days; but the Enchan⸗ 
treſs in great haſt, and by violence to her krom me, carrying 
her J know not whither, by whoſe repoꝛt of pour vertues, J con 
teibe ſuch comfozt in their aſurance, that J entreat your.pzomile - 
of aſſiſtance, and then ſhall mp heart reſt void of fear, as if 1: 
were in my Fathers Court. 
Pp heart (ſaid he rejoyteth ts hear pour kind ſuaches; vom⸗ 
ing to imploy my ſelf to be at your command... Then they de⸗ 
partedinto the Palace, with purpoſe not to tarry there, but in⸗ 
ſtantly to leave the ſame but coming into the outward Court hs 
remembzecd he heard the voices of men that lap in Bondage, be⸗ 


wg Milling to ſuccour. them, deſiring her not to be oo 
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tek he made ſome ffay to releaſe them out of Bondage, which he 
- couly-ſon do, when there was none to refit him, and in ſmall 
'Cearch he found the Keys that opened the entrance into the Pꝛi⸗ 
ſon, leaving Conſtantia in ſecurity, fo2 he would not offend her 
ſences with the ſmell thereof; & being entred he found a great 
number there encloſed, many of them in ſuch pw2 and diſtreſſed 
effate, that his heart lamented to behold them: at laſt he eſpted 
Helion (though to him unknown) whole Fleſh ſeemed to be in⸗ 
* eo2porate with the Earth whereon he lap, from whence he could 
not rife without Help, and knowing the Enchantment to be 
finiſhed repented Himſelf of what he had done. Mhen he had ſet 
them at liberty, and they were tome into the clear light, with one 
aTent all yielded him thanks : Conſtantia likewiſe ſeeing them, 
wept fo2 grief, that ſo many ſhould be endangered to ſet her at 
tiberty, They all p2offered their ſervice unto her, but ſhe deſt- 
ring not to be known ofany, in courteous ſozt refuſed the ſame, 
repofing her whole confidence-in The Knight of the-Oracle,who 
p:eſently accozding to her deſire left the Palace, and without 
the B1idge he found His Yoſe grazing amongſt others that had 
loft their Riders; amo ngſt them he choſe out thee on which he 
mounted Conftantia and her ty Damoſels, haſfing to travel ſo 
far, as the days length would permit from the Palace, lodging 
that night in a ſmall Utllage: The Knights that had Liberty 
feeing them departed, betook themſelves to travel, except He. ion 
who was ſo weak he could not travel. 5 


C HAP. XXIX. 


How the knight of the Ozacie departed with Conſtantia „ bow 
they arrived at Delatus 8 Caſtle. How ſhe knew him to be her Son. 


Oonſtantia found ſuch Courteous Behaviour, and kind af- 
ſtſtante in the night, that ſhe remained in great quiet; 
but noting his countenance, che perceived it to be därkned 
with ſome miſty clouds of viſcontent, which the ſuppoſed to 
be foz the loſs of Philothera, but pet ſhe tontealen her Opinion 
from him, wherein ſhe fump'd right on his infirmity ; fox His 
heart was pinrhed wich ſuch care foz Her toſs and ſafety, he 
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could endure no quiet. In the mozning when they ſhould depart,

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J know ſt concerns you not, pet to let pou under7and that by 
finiſhing the Enchantment J was relcaſcd which l knowing 
gave him knowledg of, which is the cauſe of his fight. J deſire 
pov, (ſaid he) to grant me one favonr, which is to let me know 
if pour n»me be not Coo ſtantia. I am (quoth ſhe j that maſt unkoꝛ⸗ 
tunate creature and bp+his Knights valour was J ſet at liberty, 
to whom J am much bound. Py heart greatly re opceth ( (aid 
D-laiws) that ever 4 had cauſe to do vou any courtcſte,and that it 
was my g93d foztuae to ſe you in this pl ice, having long withcd 
* fo2 pour releaſe ; not only fo) my own god, but foz that noble 
King berſicles's lake, who was with me in the deſart when A 
lived enthzalled, and with earneſt reſolution determined to ſpend 
the date of his life in your ſearch : from which J dillwaded him, 
and by my direction he returned into Aſſyria; foz the ſequel of 
your relcaſment was revealed to me by Penthraſus Himſelf, 
which none could atchieve but pour own Son, which is this no- 
ble Knight, Nay: ſaid he) doubt not ofthis,foz what he revealed 
and J have publiſhed is true though it reſteth not in my know- 
ledge to dilate the circumſtances of it. Thep both wondꝛed at his 
ſpxches, and The Knight of the Oracle ſaid : Can J be moꝛe fo2- 
tunate ; 92 hear better news, 02 receive anp comfo2t moze than 
this.2

J ſhould be to tedious to 
recite their joys, and how much Delatus and Alſal i made of 
them, who would not ſo leave them but pꝛomiſed to travel with 
them into Aſſyria, where they were aſſured: to meet Perſicles, 
but in ſuch ſoꝛt that none might know them, foz as pet Cenſtans 
11a feared her Fathers diſpleaſure, They ſtayed there but that 
night, and early the next moꝛning they betook themſelves to tra⸗ 
. bel. Hotwithſtanding this jop, The Knight of the Oracle felt 
fame ſparks of diſcontenc which cronbled his ſenſes, and turn⸗

of. Philoidera, whoſe miſhap pinched him to the heart: ſhe

who having b:ought her to en tA flcd and was never lern 
of her again. 


Amphiador being alone with Philcihers; thought it not good 
fo2 him to diſcover himſelt left he thereby ſhould hazard his life: 
but dilginſing himſelk and her, left Arabia, and travelled into 
Perſia, thinking to live there till death, undeſeryed; and finding 
out & habitation fit fo; that purpoſe, he told her what he intend⸗ 
ed, perſwading her to ſtay with him. This troubled her very

', Amphiador teaving chem both together went out-to meditate 
on what he had done, deviſing: by what means to enjoy both 
their 10058 ; which te was fully reſolved to do, though the deed 
was never ſo wicked. 

Praxentia Having well refreſhed her ſeit with ſuchg nod food as 
the had received: demanded thiloebera's cauſe ot ſozyoko. Ah 
me (ſaid ſhe) none ſo miſerable ag J: chis Tyrant that:b2ought 
Fon hit her ts mp Father⸗in⸗ law, whole mind is ſo wicked, chat 
he ſtrives to win me to His luſt, which addeth much ſoꝛrow to 
my heart; ſo that Jam weary of my life. Py name is L Bil- 
thera, Daughter to the Duke of lla, whom. alt men thought had 
bien dead: but he being inkoꝛmed of the contrary: by the En⸗ 
chantreſs, fled, bꝛinging me hither by foꝛce, where he intends to 
kepme as his bond-flave, but the Heaveng J-hope will oz dain 
ſome ſuccour to my diſtreſg. Pour help J cannot deſire, becauſe 
you are in diſtreſs tw; toremedy which evil vou are fallen into 
a plate that pieldeth no tomfozt: Befoze Praxemis coutd. reply, 
Ampbiador tame in and enterta inen her wich many tonnterfeit 
tourteũts, and comfoꝛted her wich many» fair ſpecches, pꝛoteſt⸗ 
ing ſo many ſervices, that none but one af ſo impudent a diſpo⸗ 
fition could have found on ſuch a ſudden to pꝛoſter: the purpoſe 
whereof Praxentia being befoze foze⸗ warne d) well underſtood, 
fearing ſome further miſchief would follow thercon. That day 
they tould have no kurt her contevence togerher, tm he dept. him⸗ 
ſelf always in their company. 

When it wis night, they thought to habe lodgrd-together; 
but he oꝛdered the contrary ;: by which means fo2 rh:ce/daps at- 
ter, they tould not utter their minds to one another. In the 
mean time Amphiador wag never out of one of their companies, 
perſwading Philothera to pield her liking to what he had p2ofte- 
red; and ufing ſuchſpeechesto Praxentia as might dꝛaw her to a 
good opinion of him.

With that ſhe made faſt the do2 and haſtned unto Philocheta's 
Chamber, calling out aloud, Philothera, Philothet , let me in. 
She beeing aflecy. was halt amazed with the noiſe, not daring at 
the firſt oꝛ ſetond call to open the doo: but when the heard it was 


. Momans voice, the opened the fame ; which ſhe had no ſooner 
done, but Praxencia ſttpt in: deſiring her to make it faſt again; 


ſtanding with fear ſo mute, that until ſhe had re⸗allumed her me⸗

Foztune bꝛought things to pals, that The Knight of the Oracle, 
Delatus, Conſtantia and Alſala, with many others in their Com⸗ 
pany, having loff their way, lighted on the place where Amphi- 
ador lay, making ſuch lamentation foꝛ want of fod, that it pier⸗ 
ced the ears of the Knight, who firſt hearing the ſame, ſet ſpurs 
to his Hoꝛle, and entred the Youſe, - the dooz whereoſ he found 
open, and drawing his Swozd he found the Chamber from 
whence that piteous cry pꝛoc a ded faſt lockt, which he bꝛake open, 
and found amphiador in ſuch a lamentable plight that the wa⸗ 
ter ſtood in his eyes. Ampbiador ſceing him, cried out foꝛ meat. 
What art thou? quoth he). Py name (ſaid he) is Amphiador, 
wicked Amphiador, that foz my ſins endure this puniſhmens. 
The Knight of the Orzcle pzeſently unbound him, and went with 
him to ſ&k fo; viduals, which he ſon found. Wy this time 
Delatus and the reſt were entered, and Amphiador eſpping Alſala 
fell down dead. Farewet (ſaid the Knight of che Oracle) hadſt 
thou dyed ſ@ner, then ſhould not ſome have cauſe to- complain 
of thy tyzanny. Thcp made ſhozt tarriance in that place, foꝛ 
ry it pielded little comkozt, but again travelled towards 
P. yria. 


CHAP, XXXII. 


How the Emperor ofÞPerſta and the King ofMacedonia met to con- 
clude the peace between Perſicles & the King of Armenia:how 
Perſictes ereed a pavilion to entertain all tirangers - how the 
night of the Ozatle and Conſtantia arrived there: how 
Perficles diſcovered them, and of the joy that was made for their 
fafery: How Þerftcles knew the Knight of the Oꝛacle to be his 
ſon, and was afterwards married to Conſtantia. 


De Emperoꝛ of Perſi i and the King of Macedonia àctoꝛ ding 

to the Peace ratified between Perſicles and the King of Ar 
menia) met at the City of Piſos, and were there received bp Per- 
ſicles in ſuch honourable ſozt, as is not to be deſcribed. This 
City of Piſos bozdereth on the utmoſt confines of Aſſyria, not 
above a furlong difant from Armenia, on the edge whereof 
food the City of Liſar, rich and populous, where the King of 


Arme- 
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Armenia then lay, Between theſe two Cities was ſo large a val- 


lep of plains, that the fair pzolpec of both the Cities lap open 


to each others view. In the midſt of this valley were the Royal 


Tents of Perfia and Macedonia pitcht, and about them a num- 
ber of Tents of gallant Knights that came to bear them tompa⸗ 


ny; and both the Cities were foztifled with Garriſons of Soul⸗ 


diers, to pꝛevent injury that might be offered to either party. 
The King of Macedonia likewiſe b2ought with him his thzee 
Sons, Mentrus, Daurus, Thetus, his Muen and his fair Daugh⸗ 
ter Sabina, in whole company were the choiceſt Ladies of Mace- 
donia, and ſuch troops of valiant knights, that all the Ualley 
was filled with their Tents and Pavilions, Perſicles truſting 
to the aſſurance Delatus Had given him of Conſtantia's releaſe, 


cauſed all the beautiful Damoſels in Aſſyria to be bꝛought befoze 


him, electing out of them one hundzed, whom he cauſed to be 
cloathed all in white. Me alſo cauſed a ately Pavilion to be 
erected in the view of all the reft, of ſuch coſtly and curious wozk 
that all that beheld it admired the ſamg; over the don of the 
Pavilion were theſe Uerſcs, 

Honour, ' Valour, and Vertue guard this place, 

Where Honour is for all that theſe imbrace - 

An abſent Knight of honour d Gifts and fame 

Shall be their Hoſt, MONTETLIONis his name. 

Here boldly enter ; repoſe and feed ; | 

For love to him made Perſicles do this deed, 

Who'ere can tell where he remains, 

Shall have à Ro al Gift to quit his pains, 

Perficles's intent in doing this, was that all ſkrangers that 
had no poſſeſſion of their own, ſhould there find entertainment 
in honour of Montelion, in whoſe memozial he had built the 
ſame, as a remembzance of his love and favour ; his intent 
being to dꝛaw all ſtrangers thither, by whole repoꝛt He hoped to 
hear ſome news of his beloved friend, 

Within few days The Knight of the Oracle andhis company 
arrived at / ſlyria 5 and meeting with an Aſſyrian, he demanded 
of him whoſe Tents thoſe were: he declared to him all that he 
knew. Mhere may we have Lodging (ſaſdhe? ) Pot in the 
City (anſwered the Aſſyrian) fo2 thither are none permitted to 
3 U 2 come 
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| come without examination: but in the midſt of theſe Tents is 
a Pavilion in remembzantce of the Poble Knight Montelion, who 
freed our Countrey from the Armenians; tn which, all framers. 
have entertainment in his. remembzance, Wile thou direc us 
thicher, (faidhe - ) and J wilt reward tho, J w l ,replyed the 
Aſſyrian, When they came thither, acco2ding to his repoꝛt thep 
were entertatned, and lodged in ſuch ſozt as they deftred; and 
being late, every one departed to their place of reſt, omitting 
further conference until next day. 

Eariy the next mozning the Knight of the Oracle arming him- 
ſelf mounted his Steed, and rode up and down till Noon, to be- 
hold the Tents and beautiful ficuation of thoſe two Cities, and 
toſ& the Tilts and Turneys that were perfozmed by many 
Knights, returning again to confer with his Mother about dif 
covering themſelves. 

Per ſicles hearing that many dtrangers were in Montelion's 
Pavilion, dilguiled himſelk in the habit of one of his own men, 
only to view them, andſee if his Servants uſed them ſv honoza⸗ 
bly as he intended, and coming into the room where Conſtantia, 
the Knight of the Oracle, Delatus, and Alſala were, at the firſt ſight 
knew Delatus and Montelion, who was called Knight of th: Ora- 
cle; and viewing well Conſtantia he allo knew her. Then did 
he pzcſently believe that The Knight of the Oracle had releaſed 
her. Ali theſe jops concurring, filled up his ſenſes with ſuch de⸗ 
light, that he was fo:ced to withdzaw Himſelf from being dil⸗ 
covered, which at that time he would not be. Altering his dil⸗ 
guiſe again, he went to the Empero! of Perſia s Zent;aud find⸗ 
ing him in a convenient place, he utered theſe ſpeeches, - 

Polt renowned Emperoz, the friendſhip and help J have re⸗ 
ceived bp pour favo!, without any merit of my own, hath made 
me molt infinitely bound unto pour Excellencp; pet neverthe⸗ 
!efs J doſtre one favour moe at pour hands; which you map with 
more ſafety grant than deny, and thereby make me and pour ſelf 
both happp. Pp loving friend, (ſaid he) what ever it be J will 
not deny pou. J make the moze doubt, (replped he) becaule J 
have heard you vow the contrary; and pet ſhould pou perkoꝛm 
that vow, it would pzocure. much diſcontent... A raſh Gow 
( ſaid the Emperoz) may be — therekoze let me know pour 

| requeſt, 
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requeft; and it may be J will diſpence therewith, Pp deſtre is, 
(ſaid he) that you would pardon your Daughter Conſtantia and 
remit the offence committed by her and him, that cauſed her to 
leave the Perſian Court. Mhy, my Koꝛd, (laid che @mpero2) ds 
you know where ſhe is - Firſt, J befeech you ( qusch he) grant 
my requeſt; and J will tell you all J b now. Foz pour ſake(ſaid 
he) J will freely accept her into my favoz. J humbly thank pou; 
(replycd he) both foz her and my ſelf ;. It was my unhappy ſelf 
that was the cauſe of her depzrture, but ſince that time, J have 
not ſecn her till this dap, fo2 going to the Pavilion, which is 
named by Montelion, J ſaw her there in company with him who 
is called, The Knight of the Oracle. The Empero2-rejopced- 
greatly to hear theſe tidings, which ſo well pleaſed him; that He 
could not chuſe but reveal it tothe Empꝛeſs, who was ready to 
run fo2th of her Tent toſie her. The Emperoz and Empreſs, 
with a goodly train, accompaniedby Perficles, who had ſent foꝛ 
thee hundzedDamoſels,and molk of che Peers of Afſyria to wel⸗ 
come Conſtantia, with great joy went to the Pavilion, the Em⸗ 
peroz and Empeſs going befoze, and he coming after; that 
when their greetings were paſt, he might have the moꝛe liberty 
to embzace her; Then entring the room where Conſtantia and 
Montelion were, they knew her, and ſhe them, falling pꝛoſtrate be⸗ 
foꝛe them whillt they welcomed her with great kindneſs, Then 
welcoming The Knight of the Oracle, Perſieles embzacey Conſtan⸗ 
tia, each weeping fo2 joy: O Beavens (ſaid he) never was J 
bleſt til this happy hour: after ſo much lozrow to en joy ſuch 
pleaſure, Momelion's appzoath bale off cheit ſpeech, who kneeled 
befoze him. Nay, dear friend ( ſaid he kneel not foꝛ J am not woꝛ⸗ 
thy to be lo honoured. By Lo2d quoth Delatus) well map he do 
it, fo2 he is pour own Son. Boze honour, jop, comfo2t and con⸗ 
tent (ſaid Perſicles) could never have-happened to any moztal 
man, than doth this day to me; to find a Father, a Mike, anda 
Son, that this day knewnot either Father, Wife 02 Son: one 
fo honourable and magnificent, the other ſo vertuous, bountiful, 
and loving; the laſt ſo valiant, vertuous, magnanimous, and 
prudent, that all the wozlds wealth cannot countervail mp 
riches, Then turning to. the Emperoz., kneeling down with 
hem, he ſaid, 92 | 
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Renowned Emperoꝛ, J belech you accept us thze as pour 
childzen, remitting all diſpleaſure conceived againſt us. Then 
did the Emperoꝛ and Empꝛels, Deloratus and Piera, all embzace 
them ſhedding tears of joy fo: their happy meeting. The No- 
bles welcomed. The Knight of the Oracle and Conſtantia, and ſuch 
joy was mad? on every fide, as is not to be exp2efſed. Parting 
from thence towards the City in Kopalty, they were welcomed 
by the Citizens and Perchants with great jop, whillt the Em⸗ 
peroꝛ uttered thele ſpeches : 

Seer here, my friends of Aſſyria, pour Liege L62d and Sove⸗ 
raigh, the Son of Perſieles and Conſtantia ! How map pou ap- 
plaud the bounty of Heaven, providing fo2 pou luch a Foble 
P2ince - Then taking Co:ftantia by the hand, he ſaid: Here 
Perlieles, take my daughter; J give her thee as freely as the hea⸗ 
vens gave her me, that marriage may joyn hands as true love 
hath united pour hearts. Me took that gift with moze joy than 
if he had delivered him the Wozlds Ponarchp; ſaying, Poſt 
mighty Emperoꝛ, J know not how to render ſufficient thanks, 
in that pour highneſs is pleaſed to enrich me with pour daugh⸗ 
ter, which hath been the only thing J alwayes deftred, foꝛ which 
JI hope to ſhew ſuch deſerts hereafter as neither the ſhall be dil⸗ 
contented, no; pour Bajefly repent this good deed. 


CHAP. XXXIII. 


How ihe two Ladies arrived at the Pavilion: how Philotheta diſco- 


vered to Montelion P2axentia's love, to make trial of him 
whom (te moſt dearly loved. 


N Ov great joy was made by the Aſſyrians fo theſe acci-

to ſtay ; fo; ſhould J manikeſt my love, it would turn to my ever. 
laſting ſhame ; J will therefoze mate my being known here to 
none, but The Knight of the Oracle, which ſhall be done by this 
means, it you will undertake it. In this habit peu may as ſate ly 
go without being known as if you had never been ſeen, and finds 
ing him out, give him knowledge ok my being here, and the mi⸗ 
ſery J have endured fo! his ſake ; uttering the ſame in ſuch koꝛm 
of woꝛds as ſhall beſt like you; this will be a means to b2ing 
me comf9:t, if you will perfo2m the ſame, Fhilotheia pꝛomiſed 
her that the would do it the next day, 

Early the next mozning Philotheta diſguiſed her ſelf left the 
Pavilion to ſeek oppozttumicy to deliver Her meſſage, andcoming 
to the City gates with a pꝛetended ercuſe/if ſhe were examined) 
found no reſiſtance: but coming to the Palace Ge entred into 
the great Yall. where ſhe ſtayed to ſee the Koyalty of the Court, 
till ſhe beheld TheKnight ofthe Oracle, only attended by his 
Page, paſs into the Garden, and then ſhe followed him till he 
losking back, and eſpying a Palmer behind him, ſtayed, cour- 
teoufly demanding what he would have? who ſaid, Knight of 
the Oracle, J have a matter of ſecreſie to deliver to vou. The 
molt vertuous, beautikul, and conſtant Lady Praxentia, whom 
you well know, Having ever ſince ſhe firt law pou, lobed vou, 
(though without comfozt)and endured much ſoꝛrow fo2 pour ab⸗ 
fence regarding her love to you moꝛe than her Life, Parents, 
and Country, hath foz pour ſake left her Pomp and Dignity, 
to live in ſoꝛrow and miſerp to find pou out, who remaineth 
now in the Pavilion, where foꝛ pour ſake all ſtrangers are ens 
tertained, in ſuch ſoꝛrow and anguiſh, as did you behold the ſame 
your vertuous mind could not choſe but pity her. This J am 
bold to utter to you, not lent Hither, but in pity of Her, and to do 
pot goo d, he being Daughter to the mighty King of Macedonia, 
Palmer 
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Palmer (ſaid he) J commend thy good meaning, and with J 
could follow thy counſel, which bzingeth much diſquiet to my 
heart; I pity her moꝛe than ſhe doth her ſelf, and wich not to 
have been bozn, rather than the ſhould do her ſelf waong foz mp 
lake: She is woꝛthy to be beloved, but J cannot alter my affe- 
tions that are already ſetled, where yet J reap no hope of com- 
fozt, and J am kept from by many difficulties, which makes 
me equal to her in ſozrow.

the Palmer a rich Jewel foꝛ his pains, they parted, Philotheta 
out of the Palace, and he into the Garden, meditating.on what 
he had heard. Philotheta returning to the Pavilion, uttered 
the whole ſum of the conference ſhe had with | he Knight of the 
Oracle, unto Praxentia; Which when ſhe heard, it ſo grieved her 
that fhilothera expected when ſhe would Have pielded up the 
Ghost, which to pzevent, ſhe ſaid, be not ſo impatient but hear⸗ 


ken to my Counſel; J have appointed to come to him to moz- 


row; at which time J will deal ſo effecually with him, that he 
ſhall come and ſpeak with pou, and when he ſees pour laments, 
there is no doubt but he will conſent.

thy thereof; J am come to you, deſiring pou not to miſconceive 
me, noꝛ condemn me of inhumanity, that am not my own, and 
therefs2e cannot give mp ſelf to you. J haveuttered-to the Pal- 
mer that which J will now conceal, becauſe J will notoffend 
you, deſiring vou to conimand my life, if you pleaſe,fo2 that ſhall 
be at pour diſpoſition otherwiſe J cannot employ my lelf to pour 
liking. J have long fince known of pour god will to me, which 
Palian by his ſubtilty increaſed. of whoſe love and pzocxdings 3 
know lo much, that to fulfil your requeſt, J ſhould wꝛong him. 
I was the man that ſhould have joyned pour hands, when he tok 
my name and habit upon him: which J pꝛeſume here to utter, 
that you may remember mp innocency in that complot, and how 
conftancly J have vowed mp lelf to another. | 

Praxentia with anger,ſhame and grief, ſtod like one mute, ver- 
ꝛd that he knew of P-lian's ac; aſhamed to make love contrary to 
the pꝛopertyot her kind, and grieved to be dicappointed; all which 
together, ſuffered her not to ſpeak, till at laſt ger paſtons and 
burning luſt ſo overcame her, that kneeling down, ſhe ſaid : Good 
Knight blame me not, no2 condemn me of immodeſty; but grant 
pity to my tozment. Me taking her up, deſired her not to Enel 
to him that was not woꝛthy thereof, no! able to deſerve it.

ed; whereupon d2zawing his Swoꝛd he ſtruck at Thetus, at every 
blow wounding him. Philotheta hearing the noiſe, came in, and 
ſeeing Montelion wounded, with fear, grief and ama;ement cryed 
aut aloud, Help, Help, the Kings Son will be murthered. The 


ere ho of her chill vote ſounded thioughout the whole a 
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and both the ſervants and other Anights came running thicher: 
and befoze they came he had gotten Thetus and overth2own him, 
and thꝛuſt his woꝛd into hig body. By this time Paliao and her 
other two bꝛethꝛen came in, who ſeeing Thetus flain, crped out, 
Stay the Traftoz, he hath murthered Theius, Son tothe King 
of Macedonia. Praxentia Hearing that toze her hair, rent her gar⸗ 
ments, and lo disfigured her face, as was lamentable to behold, 
Some began to lay hands on The Knight of ihe Oracle ; but his 
Fathers ſervants'knowfng him, ſtood in his defence; then there 
began a hot Combat on both parts, and many were ftain. Prax- 
entia being now diſcovered, was known to Palian, and her two 
bzeth2cnzto whom ſhe erped, Revenge my ſhame, and my bꝛothers 
death on this wicked Knight, who ſeekerh by violence to diſho- 
nour me, and hath lain my Bzꝛother. | | 

What grief this was to Philochera pou map judge; and how 
it vexed him to be thus betrayed, cannot be uttered; ſtanding in 
his own defence againſt ſuch as would have appꝛehended him, 
that did not know him, till he was grievouſly woun ded and ma⸗ 

ny of them flain. By this time, the news therof came to Per ſicles, 
the auen of Perſu, and the King of Macedonia, who came thi⸗ 
ther with att ſpeed;and the Aſſyrians hearing ok the Knight ofabe- - 
Oracle's diſtreſg, bꝛoke the conditions of the comrlnved peace, 
and by multitudes ran foꝛth of the City to pꝛeſerve him.

Montelion having recovered his wound gathered together a 


mighty Moſt, and bꝛought them to the City of viſos, where were 


aſſembled the choice Souldicrs, Noblemen,Kts. and Gentlemen- 
of Perſia to fight in their Emperozs behalf, who intrenched 


themlelves without the City. The Kings of Macedonia andArme- 


nia lib ewiſe had gathered together ſg mighty an Army as might 
have ben thought able to mate a conqueſt. of the Maꝛld, who 
pitchedtheirTents.about the City in Armenia, where their Rings 


lay. Montelion'g heart was fired with deſire to dꝛive back thoſe 
Foes, not ſtaying to give them leave to make the firſt challenge:

wardneſs, and ſeeing Perſicles willing to have it lo gave his con⸗ 
ſent, Which done, Montel left them and arming himſelk in white 


Axmoz, which he had cauſed to be ade of purpoſe, that no man 
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ſtould znow him, rode into the field between both Camps, and 
by d. Herauld ſent this defiance into the Armenians Camp: King 
of Armenia, there is a Knight whom you may bchold in the field, 
that hath fent defiance to all the Knights in this Army, eſpecially to 
thy Son, whom he accuſeth to be a diſhonourable Knight, and not 


worthy the name ofa Prince, that he treach: rouſly betrayed Mon- 


telion's life; and he offers by Combat to prove againſt all Knights, 
that Montelion is a Knight. both honourable and vertuous, and that 
Pzaxentia's accuſation is untrue: The Pefſage was no ſooner 


delivered, but thouſsnds of Knights made ſuit to Combat 


him; But Palian to whom it pzincipally belonged to defend his 


own honour. defiring his Fathers conſent, he obtained it; and 
arming himſelf, being gallantly mounted, rode into the field to 


him.

Montelion being deſirous of revenge, and his heart inwardly

His ſwoꝛd from him with ſuch fo2ce,that the pumel thereoffruck 
him ſo violent a blow on the head, that he bꝛuiſed it, and overs 
thzew him, every one thinking he had been dead: which done, 
Menſus, eldeſt Son tothe King of Macedonia, being ready armed, 
greeted Montelion with theſe wozds; Knight, thou haſt under⸗ 
taken a tedious tagk to combate all the Knights in this Camp 3 
pet J hope thou ſhalt never do that, foz mp ſelf will abate thy 
courage. If there were as many moze (quoth Montelion) J fear 
not all: ifthoucomeſt to combat with me, hold thy tongue, and 


beſtir thy hands, foz J will have a bout with thee. Mith chat they 


gabe each other many crnel blows, and reteived ſome wounds, 
till Montelion again overcharging his Swoꝛd with unmeaſu- 
rable ſtrength, bꝛoke the ſame;which ſo-vered him, that he ruſhed 
upon Menſus to have cloſed, but he knowing his intent, avoided 
him; and befo:e he | t a blow, 
that it-pierced his armo2.Mencelion having the hilt of his bꝛoken 
ſwozd ſtill in his hand, fung the ſame with ſuch violence, chat 
lighting on Menſus's hoſe head, struck him down, he having 
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tould turn about gave him ſo viotent a blow, 
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much ado * from him without harm. Whil® Menſus was 
moumting himlelf on a treſh Steed, Monrelion's Eſquire hꝛought 
him the ſwoꝛd which was given him by the Heſpcrian Nymphs, 
Which when he'grafped, he faid;” Had J armed my ſelf with 
thee,” my kes had felt ſome ſmart, and my ſelfleſs diſgrace. 
meeting agxin with ſuch fury, that they mangled their Armoz ,, 
and the blood guſhed koꝛth in many plates: but The Knig t ofthe 
Oracle charged his adverſary ſo full, that in ſho2t ſpace he got 
advantage, wounding Menſus fo ſoze, that had he not bren ra⸗ 
ſtued he had either dyed oz been toꝛced to pield: fo that 'Mome- 
tion returned With victoꝛp, ta the great jop ot the Aſſyrians, but 
elpecially to the Emperoz and his Father.

Chus it is, (replyed he) whereas he with 
great earneſtneſs hath ſued in the behalt of the Empero2,hehath 
now appointed me to be a moe carneft ſolicicer in his own be- 
half, foꝛ that he is deeply in love with you, but he intendeth that 
Delfurno ſhall: think J am only emploped to pleaſure him, which 
he imparting to me. J willingly undertook, not to dv it, but to do 
pou all the humble ſervice and duty that lies in a man to do, be⸗ 
ing neither of this Court, not of Ar. bia, but a Knight of Aſſyria, 
that vowed never to leave ſearching till I found you out, the ot⸗ 
taſton whereof was this:

give over his attempt. 


The Knight of the Oracle being gone from her, went tothe Ar⸗ 
menian Queen, telling her the like; and indeed the truth of her 


Woꝛd, both giving her his Signet and directions how ſhe ſhould 


meet him, leaving her ſo mad with rage and. jealouſie, that he 


was ready to tear her hair, yea, eben with bitter exclaims to re⸗ 


veal her mind, but that ſhe referred it until ſhe might lurpzize 


him 2 a guilty conſcience at the Cell. 
By this time it grew to be night ; x akter ſupper was ended, 
Dellur no, the King of Armenis, & the — of Macedonta,mabing

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mo2e han wonted halle to beak company, each being glad that 
the other was ſo willing to part, which the two Queens noted, 
being p2iby to their v2ifts.

Deltfurno then embꝛaced her oftentimes killing her hand; and 
being of a quick conceit, pꝛeſently bet hought himſelk ik The would 
condeſcend, to tall up the Fryer and be married, Lady, (ſaid he) 
ſince you have vouthlafed to grant me love, pield me polſeffion, 
and let us be married, 


My L.02d (replped ſhe) J am content, Then Delfurno called 
up Fryer bernard, who ariſing, the Empero: took him aſtde, and 
told him what he was, who hearing that, preſently jopned their 


hands. Delfurno then purpoled not to convep her thence, but re⸗ 


turned to the Camp? as ſoon as he was gone, the King of Ma- 


cedonia came tothe Cell, and pꝛeſentip after, the Queen of Arme⸗ 
nia Acce92ding to Montelion's directions. 

The King ng her fo: Philotheta, at the firſt medting em⸗ 
braced her with a Tweet Congeentterins many loving ſpeechen⸗

By jupiter (quoth the Ming of Armenia) thy life ſhall not ſa- 
tisfie the diſhonour thou haft done us: with that he dzew his 
Swoꝛd, and the Ling of Mac don leaped out of the bed to reach 
his to defend himſelk, in which time the King of Armenia tatch⸗ 
ing hold on her as ſhe lap dꝛe w her foꝛth upon the flooz, and be⸗ 
holding her well, he was ſo much cnraged, that he was ready 
to kill her, but the King of Macedon pꝛebented him, whom when 
he beheld, he ſtood line one metamozpholed, whilſt ſhe halted to 
Apparel her (elf, and ran from thence unto the Palace. The 
King of Armenia vowing revenge, went from the Macedonian 
Tent, and cauſed his Dzums to beat up Alarms, commanding 


his ſouldiers to deltroy the Macedonians, who accozding to oꝛder 


ſuddenly ſet upon them, ſv that there began a great daughter a- 


mongſt them. 
The Empcroz hearing this news, ſuppoſing the cauſe had been

no time of parley was admitted, an as well Delfurno as the 
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reſt betook hintſelf'to Arms. But the Queen humbling her ſelf” 
at her hugband feet, laid: Both you, my ſelf, and all ok us, are 
deteturd Honorius told me laſt night, chat pon intended to mar- 
rp Philotheta, and J requelted His counſel how to pzevent you; 
wherenpon he told me that you had appointed to meet him and 
her at Bernards Cell; and foꝛ his paſs he had reteived your Sig⸗ 
net, which at my intreaty he delivered unto me: J thinking to 
pꝛevent you, went thither, where the Emperoꝛ met me, whom 1 
took to be pour ſelf, and he took me to be the Lady Philotheta, 3 
ffilk contraling my ſelf, thinking F had not offended, but now J 
ſee J am betrayed. Lady(ſaid he) this fault J pardon, having 
committed the lame with the Naeen of Armenis. 

The Empero! hearing this, ſent a Peſſenger to know if Phi- 
lothera was in the Court, but he bꝛought news chat neither the 


no: the ffrange Knight were to be found. The Emperoꝛ then 
ſaid; that Knight hath deceivedus all, therefoze let us be friends. 


Content quoth the King of Macedonia) By Heaven (fad the 
King of Armenia) will not bear this diſhonour, but be revenged 
at full, æ make thee repent that ever thou offeredlf ſuch diſhonour 
to Armenia. The Ring of Macedonia could not bꝛook his words, 
but in & rage made this reply: J know thou art a Tyrant, and 
regardeſt no Laws Humane oz Divine, as map be ſeen by the 
unfuſt Title thou layeſt to the Aſſyrian Crown, which is foꝛged; 
and were it not to revenge my Daughters ſhame, and Sons 
death, J would not dzaw a Swozd againſt that worthy King 
Perſicles, theretoze ſtnce thou art ſo peremptory, do thy wozſt, 4 
regard thee not. | 
Che King ok Armenia went from thence, and kell upon the 
Macedonians ; the King of Macedon: pꝛeſentlp left his Tent to

This night (gd he) we shall ur⸗ 
pꝛiſe our enemies, who are now together by the ears amongſt 
themſelveg. Mhereupon Perficles armed himſelf, Deloratus, Piſor, 
Cothanes, and many other knights of great eſteem, marching 2 
thither, where they heard ſuch cruel alarms, that they thought | 
the City had been utterly deſtroyed; being come thither, they be- 
heid the Emperoꝛ in the field, to whom Perſicles ſent a Herald, | 
certifying, that he was never foe tothe Almains, deſiring theres 
- foze to know if Delfurno came againſt him: but he returned an» 
ſwer that he was no foe to him. | | 
Montelion being entred the City, ſet upon his enemies wirhſuch 
furp, that many of them loſt their lives, and fceing the Rings 
of Armenia and Ma:edoma together in ſingle combat, he ſtept be- 
tween them, ſaping: ſtrive not to deſtroy one another, but defend. } 
pour ſelves. . | | 
They knowing him, were ſo amazed, as if they had been in a 
ſudden trante, running ſeveral wapes to call back their ſoldiers 
from deſtroping one another, to defend themſelves, but befo2e 
they could array themſelves in ozder, the Aſſyrians were fo iu⸗ | 
termingled amongſt them, that they were ſoon vanquiſhed, Paz. | 
lian ſeeing this, perceived it was in vain to ſtrive foꝛ victor, and 
ffole ſecretly fozth of the City to the Emperoz, entreating him | 
not to leave them ſo, but Delfurno ſeeing that diſadvantage had 
ſeized them, refuſed, letting Him return without comfozt, ready 
to pield to Montelion's [wozd, at whom he ran with ſuch fury, that 
he wounded him on the thigh. Montelion feeling that, ſtruck ſo 
foꝛctble a blow acPalian,that he aſtoniſſed him, and withal _ | 
| too 
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tcok the Ring, at the firft blow cutting alunder his wꝛiſt which 
had loſt His Gantlet, and at the next, thuſt his Swozd quite 
thorow his body. 

Palian Having recovered himſelf, and looking about him, be⸗ 
held his Fathers Tragedy, aiming his Swozds point at Mon- 
te lion's Heart; which he perceiving welcomed him with ſo cruel 
a blow, that his Armour fle w in pieces; and Paltzns would have 
done the like, Had not his Armoz been of invincible ſtrength: 


but in the end he flew from him to ſave his like, finding himſclt 


too weak and feeble. 

P. rſicles and Deloratus all this while ranged up and down, de⸗ 
ſtroping ell they met, until they met the King of Macedc nia 
and His two lons, actompanied with four other Knights of the 
ſame Countrp, who had made much laughter amongſt their 
Souldierg. 

Perſicles ran his Lance fall couched at the Ging of Macedon, 
and oberthꝛew him: but his eldeſt Son fepring to his reſcue, 
did wound him in the thigh : then began an unequal aght, theſe 
ſix ſet upon Per ſicles and Deloreius, who continued combat with 
them the ſpace of an hour, till both fl fi des were gricvoufly wound- 
ed; eſpecially they two, who were ready to kaint with euſtory 
of blood. * 

Montelion ſecing his Father & Deloratus in ſuch; danger, was 
ſs enraged. that he ran at one of them with ſuch fozce, that he 


ſie w him, and the next he bereft of lende, and charging another 


with ſuch putſanc blows, that he foꝛced him to bid Vale to the 
Field: another ſccing that, eucountred Him, but at the firft charge 
received ſo fatal a blow, that Le was not able to reſiſt him. Perli⸗ 
cles being ſoꝛe wounded, pet behaved himſelf ſo valiantlp, that 
one of them lap dead at his feet, and the reſt led from Monte ion, 


Then began a  deſolation in the Hoſt, the Armeniins crying out. 


Flere, flie ; and their enemies, Kill kill: that on a ſudden the 
Battle was ſo hot. that the Citp-channcls ran with blood, and 
none could paſs fo; dead bodice, Then began the Citizens to 
run on heaps, andthe two Queens with Praxemia betoon them⸗ 
ſelves to flight, but were all taken bp Piſor. 


Palian was taken P2iſoncr by D-loratus and the King of Me- 


cedon and his tuo Dons by Perſicles and Montelior. The Soul⸗ 
dicrs 
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diers that were kled out of the City, and hid themſelv2s in the 
fields, and ſo many Citizens as cold eſcape the Swoz2d, entrea- 
ted berſicles on their knees to ſave their lives: who yielded upon 
this condition, that thep ſhouts pap to every common Souldicr 
a-hundzed.Crovuans, and to every Leader five hundzed, which 7 
they perfozmed. | 

Perficles then ſounded a Retreat and dzew His Fozces out orf 
the Citp, appointing Garriſons foz them. Delfurno at his return 
met him, and ſo they rode together to the City of Piſos, where 
they were received wich great Honour and Jop; eſpecially the 
knight of the Oracle, to whom all men attributed the Glozp of 
that Uidozy, 

After the dead bodies were buried, 4 maimed Souldiers ſent 
to Yoſpitals to be cured, and everp one well gratificd, within 
two days the Emperoꝛs of Almaign and Perſia, Pc rficles, Delo— 
ratus, Moatelion, and all the Nobles there, except p2iſoners, . aſ- | 
ſembled to finith the concluſton of this controverſũe, fo2 that the | 
ing of Macedonia haſted his releaſment. Being all ſet in a 
moſt Nopal and Pajeſtical ſozt, the places near to the Nopal 
Aſſembly being gloziouſlp furniſhed with the beauties of ſht⸗ 

- ning Ladies, the pzifoners were bzought brfore them in hono⸗ 
rable ſoꝛt; andafter many allegations of wꝛongs, they deſired 
Montelion to appoint their Kanſoms, : whereupon. with great 
wiſdom and decent behaviour he pielded them thanks, as was 
ſeldom ſcen in any Knight ſo poung; firſt with great courteſte 
emhzacing the King of Macedon, reconciling him to his Queen, 
and the reſt who had taken offence by him, ſetting all free but 
Palian and Praxentia, impoſing this tagk upon them, Palian to 
marry Praxentia, and ſhe to quit him ot the wꝛongkul accuſation 
the laid upon him which ſhe pꝛeſently did, but refuſed to marry 
Palian. 5 

The two Emperoꝛs and Perſicles defiring them to honour theses 

Knight of the Oracle, ſtood up, requeſting him to require any 2 
thing of them he defired ; foꝛ above all men they eſteemed himm, 
as he had beſt deſerved. Montelion deſtring nothing moze than
